Sketchy reports have Kevin Hines 
(Hus) as the overall winner in Day- 
tona Speed Week's Alligator 
Enduro. 


Frenchman Jacky Vimond (Yam) used 
a 1-3 score to take the overall win in 
the opening round of the 250cc Moto- 
cross World Championship Series on 
March 9 in Johannesburg, South 
Africa; Jurgen Nilsson (Hus) was 
second with a 4-1 score, and Arno 
Drachsel (KTM) third with a 4-2. 
Reigning series champion Heinz 
Kinigadner (KTM) crashed out of the 
first moto and finished eighth in the 
second. American Jim Tarantino (Suz) 
placed third in the first moto and fin- 
ished sixth overall. 


The Team Honda motocross camp 
is still tight-lipped about the power 
valve system in use on the 250cc 
works bikes. Before the Daytona 
Supercross, David Bailey said his 
bike was ''charging, and probably 
wouldn't be able to explain how 
the system worked if they allowed 
me to.'' The system is obviously 
an electronic/mechanical hybrid, 
and is battery powered. 


There were lots of detail changes to 
the Team Honda motocrossers in 
Daytona. Bailey used a rear drum 
brake, while Ron Lechien and Johnny 
O'Mara went with a disc set-up in 
back; Bailey's bike had a very-pro- 
duction-looking exhaust pipe, while 
Lechien's bike had an exhaust formed 
from individual welded cones; Bailey 
used steel footpegs, while O'Mara 
went with a set cast from aluminum. 


Freddie Spencer's purse, lap, con- 
tingency and special awards money 
for his Daytona 200, Formula One 
National and Formula Two wins 
amounted to $29,875. Spencer 
grabbed $17,440 in the 200 and 
had his wallet fattened by $8,375 
and $4,060, respectively, in For- 
mula One and Two. The $173,000 
purse money split among the three 
races was a Daytona record payout. 


Riders with three digit numbers, 
which made up over 50% of the fields 
in Formula One, Formula Two and 
the 200 at Daytona, created problems 
for everyone from scorers to the fans 
in the stands. In addition, the famil- 
iar rider number/name combinations 
of the past several seasons weren't the 
same due to.an AMA change in rider 
numbering for each division. 


The roof of Pontiac's (Michigan) 
Silverdome collapsed under the 
weight of snow last week. Accord- 
ing to race promoter Pace Man- 
agement, its April 13-14 super- 
cross will be run, but the exact 
date has not yet been set. The 
dome could conveivably be re- 
paired in time for the event, but it 
will probably be postponed atleast 
until the end of April. 


The (Observed) Trials des Nations 
will be held on September 22 in 
Canzo, Italy. Fund raising efforts for 
this year's U.S. team are being coor- 
dinated by Marilyn Wicker. For info 
on commemorative items for sale, 
write Trial des Nations Fund, 3202 S.

The Lancaster, California City 
Council recently authorized a study 
for the establishment of an off- 
road vehicle park. The city (located 
north of Los Angeles) submitted a 
letter of intent to the California 
State Parks and Recreation De- 
partment’s Off-Highway Motor 
Vehicle Division for a 1.2-million- 
dollar grant to acquire 200 acres 
of land near the Antelope Valley 
Freeway. A joint venture between 
the city and Los Angeles to estab- 
lish a county ORV park is also 
being considered. The recent clo- 
sure of Indian Dunes was a major 
reason for the proposal, which 
local reports describe as having a 
"good chance” of being granted.

AMA Supercross Series: Round 6 





Hannah breaks 
loose for 
Daytona win

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 9 


Team Honda’s Bob Hannah watched from 
behind as the leaders fell to the wayside like 
so many dominos, then carved a fast line 
around the rubble and straight to the check- 


ered flag to win the Honda- 
sponsored Daytona Supercross 
over Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward and 
Honda’s Ron Lechien. 

“To me, Daytona is the biggest 
race in the world, and I just love win- 
ning it!" Hannah screamed from vic- 
tory lane at Daytona International 
Speedway, a place he is no stranger 
to, since he also won here in 1977 and 
1983. 

Hannah was in the thick of the 
chase from the very start of the single 
12-lap final moto, striving to catch 
the two front runners — Ward and 
Honda's David Bailey. The trio stayed 
in close formation until lap seven, 
when first Bailey and then Ward 





crashed after getting snarled in lapped 
riders. Hannah circumvented both 
mishaps and literally ran away for 
the win over Ward, while Lechien 
jammed past Bailey to take third. 
Bailey finished fourth. 

Yamaha's Broc Glover, riding with 
a painful chipped bone in his left 
wrist, placed fifth ahead of Kawasa- 
ki’s Mark Barnett and continues to 
head the series point chase over Ward, 
147 points to 135. 


Heats 

A 93-rider field was narrowed down 
to 80 after a pair of qualifiers — 
which were won by Kawasaki's Billy 
Liles and Team Tamm’s Mike Beier, 





respectively. This set the stage for 
four 20-rider heats. 

Yamaha teammates Glover and 
Rick Johnson put on a show in the 
first six-lap affair, running side-by- 
side out front as the race entered lap 
four. Johnson got around clean for 
the lead through a whooped section 
and pressed on for the win, while 
Glover took second — some 20 seconds 
behind — ahead of Liles, Yamaha 
Support rider Jim Holley and Honda 
pilot Joe Waddington. 

"I bumped into a tire right after 
Ricky got around me," said Glover, 
“and my foot got caught. I'm also not 
used to riding with tape wrapped 
around my wrist and the pain that 
goes along with it." Glover injured 
his wrist ina practice session after the 
March 3 Gainesville, Florida, Nation- 
al. 

Johnny O'Mara and Ward squared 
off in heat two, with reigning series 
champ O’Mara keeping the lead until 
the final lap. Ward sailed ahead of 
O'Mara over a double jump and 
made one last circuit for a clean win. 
A tight second went to O' Mara, while 
Tuf Racing's Tom Rice kept Betten- 
court's Honda's Jo Jo Keller at bay to 
take third. Suzuki’s A.J. Whiting 
picked off fifth over Floridian John 
Collins. 

Heat three produced another good 
match-up, this time between Lechien 
and Bailey. Lechien managed to keep 
the upper hand for the lead through 
lap four, while Bailey applied con- 
stant pressure. “I was playing it safe, 
trying not to make any mistakes," 
said Bailey. “All it would've taken to 
lose it all was one bad line." 

Bailey ended up taking the correct 
lines in the last two laps and scooted 
past Lechien for the win. “Lappers 
got in my way, and that was it," said 
Lechien. “I’m glad that race is over; 
it’s hot out there and I was burning 
up." Suzuki's Scott Burnworth rodea 
lonely race to third ahead of Kenny 
Keylon and Yamaha rider Scott Man- 
ning. 

Yamaha's Keith Bowen jumped 
out and set the fastest heat win in the 





last heat, totally impervious to pres- 
sure from Barnett and Hannah. Han- 
nah dialed on the power and jetted 
ahead of Barnett on lap five and the 
pair remained 2-3 to the finish. Team 
Tamm’s Alan King cruised in for a 
"safe" fourth over teammate Mike 
Beier and Yamaha of Canada's Doug 
Hoover. 

Semis 

Yamaha Support rider Danny Stor- 
beck pulled out a four-to-five-second 
cushion and led the first semi over 
Suzuki's Erik Kehoe, a gap Kehoe 
began to slowly chip away at. By lap 
five of the six laps, Kehoe was riding 
therear fender of Storbeck and pushed 
ahead while heading through an ess 
turn. On the last lap, Kehoe put five 
seconds on Storbeck for the win, 
while Dan Hafner completed his ride 
in third ahead of Carlo Coen. 

After dispensing with Guy Cooper 
in the last semi, Jeff Hicks went out 
front and led through lap four, while 
Husqvarna's Micky Dymond sliced 
into second and started trimming 
Hicks' lead. On lap five, Dymond 
was close enough to attempt a pass, 
and his bid — heading over a double 
jump — was spot-on. Dymond landed 
in the lead with yards to spare and left 
Hicks behind en route to the win. 
Cooper followed Hicks home, while 
Yamaha rider Kevin Foley took fourth. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Yamaha of Canada's Serge Gre- 
goire hooked up and left the other 
riders in the Last Chance Qualifier, 
posting a runaway win. Labatt's Beer's 
Jeff Surwall and Kawasaki-mounted 
Rick Ryan diced during most of the 
five laps over second spot, which 
eventually fell to Surwall. 


Final 

As the 40-rider pack squeezed 
through the sharp left-hander at the 
end of the starting chute, Ward was at 
the front of the charge with Bailey, 
Hannah, Johnson, Bowen, Lechien 
and Barnett giving chase as they 
headed down the heavily-whooped

Spencer wins and 
Cooley makes his 
pointin Honda sweep

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 10 


Former 500cc Road Racing World Cham- 
pion Freddie Spencer won the 1985 Daytona 
200 by a margin of one minute, 23 seconds. 
That much was expected. What wasn't ex- 


pected was that Spencer would 


charge from two minutes be- 
hind after an unscheduled pit 
stop to investigate a misfire 


misfire early in the race. And equally 
unexpected was the fact that two-time 
U.S. Superbike Champion Wes 
Cooley would be the man Spencer 
had to catch and pass to win the race. 
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Mechanics Mike ''Sticks'' Trosper (left) and Larry Worrell refuel Cooley as

he leads the race; Michelin's Aldo checks tire temperature. 





Cooley, who at 28-years-old lost his 
ride with Yoshimura R&D of Amer- 
ica because he was, in one Yoshimura 
mechanic's words, “too old and slow,” 
led more than half the race on a 
VF750F Honda Superbike rented for 
Cooley from Dave Busby (who recently 
purchased it from Sam McDonald) 
by Tom Tucker's Super Team. The 
race marked Cooley's first on an 
Interceptor-based Superbike, and he 
finished second ahead of Entropy 
Racing's VF750F ridden by Jeff Haney 
and England's Ron Haslam on an- 
other ex-McDonald, rented-from- 
Busby Super Team Honda. 

Rueben McMurter was fifth on an 
FZ750 entered by the testing depart- 
ment of Yamaha Motor Corp. USA, 
ahead of Jimmy Filice on a slightly- 
modified Super Team FZ750, Mike 
Harth on his VF750F Honda, Glenn 
Barry on another VF750F, England's 
Steve Parrish on a stock-except-for- 
pipe-and-suspension FZ750 and John 
Bettencourt on his Bettencourt's 
Superbike Squad VF750F. 

Notable non-finishers included U.S. 
Superbike Champion Fred Merkel of 
'Team Honda, former U.S. Formula 
Two Champion Sam McDonald on 
an FZ750 like McMurter's, and new 
Yoshimura R&D pilot Kevin 
Schwantz. All three fried their bikes’ 
clutches off the start — the starter 
threw the green flag 12 seconds after 
the one-minute board went sideways, 
compared to the usual four or five 
seconds, and that slight delay heated 
up clutches (and water temperatures 
of water-cooled bikes) at the critical 
start. Schwantz never made it past the 
first turn; Merkel made a lap before 
and after pitting for a new clutch, 
then retired with shifting and addi- 





tional clutch problems; McDonald 
made it well into the race before 
his Yamaha's clutch gave up com- 
pletely. 

There was no doubt after practice 
and qualifying who was the fastest 
on the track: 1983 World Champion 
Spencer. Judging by lap times, it 
seemed certain that Spencer would 
run away with the first Superbike 
version of the Daytona 200 and make 
a sweep of the three major races. 

Spencer's qualifying time was one 
minute, 57.768 seconds (1:57.768) for 
an average speed of 108.824 mph on 
the 3.56-mile course. The next fastest 
rider was Merkel, at 1:59.680 and 
107.086 mph, on another VF750F. 
Spencer and Merkel shared mechan- 
ics Mike Velasco and Merlyn Plum- 
lee, but their Hondas were not identi- 
cal. Spencer's was built in Japan and 
shipped in for Daytona, and came 
equipped with a four-into-two-into- 
one exhaust system instead of the 
usual four-into-two dual 
exhausts used on Merkel's bike and 
other VF750F Superbikes. According 
to sources inside Team Honda the 
biggest (however, coincidental) ad- 
vantage to the system on Spencer's 
Superbike was that the single high- 
mounted muffler made it easier to 
remove and replace the rear wheel, 
versus the dual exhausts (one on each 
side) of the four-into-two systems. 
And while in theory the four-into- 
two-into-one system — along with 
some friction-reducing internal en- 
gine changes like smaller gears — 
made more power, the Honda men 
said any difference at all was very 
small — Spencer was able to jump on 
Merkel's spare bike and go as fast in 
practice as he could on his own bike.

Mounted on the front of Spencer's 
Superbike was an outrageously-wide 
Michelin slick, enough wider than 
the tire on Merkel's bike that it made 
a reporter do a double take in the 
Honda pits. It was so wide that the 
edges had to be trimmed with a razor 
. blade to make it fit between the fork 

' sliders. The numbers on the tire's 
sidewall identified its size as being 
13/60-16, compared to Merkel's 
12/60-16; both bikes ran 16/70-18 
rear tires. 

Young Schwantz was third fastest 
qualifier at 2:01.380 on the air-cooled 
Yoshimura GS750 Suzuki. Schwantz 
earned his ride with Yoshimura at a 
test session arranged by a journalist 
who had been impressed by 
Schwantz's performance in endurance 
races on a stock FJ600 Yamaha. 
Schwantz's fast lap times, smooth 
style and ability to experiment, sift 
through advice and learn rapidly — 
his lap times getting faster all the 
while — convinced Yoshimura's Sue- 
hiro Watanabe to take a chance on 
him and sign him up. The way Wat- 
anabe saw it after qualifying, 
Schwantz was riding the Yoshimura 


Suzuki to 120% of its capabilities and 


would be able to take a run at Merkel 
for second place in the race despite 
being down on horsepower. 

The Suzuki's previous pilot, 
Cooley, qualified fourth fastest at 
2:03.694. McDonald was fifth fastest 
at 2:03.716 on an FZ750 Yamaha pre- 
pared by the Yamaha Motor Co. Ltd. 
of Japan testing and engineering 
department (as opposed to the racing 
department, which found itself too 
busy prepping 500cc and 250cc World 
Championship racebikes to get in- 
volved in building Superbikes for 
Daytona). The Daytona effort was 
overseen by the U.S. testing depart- 
ment, and Yàmaha built two bikes; 
after Daytona they'd be turned over to 
McDonald for the season. For Day- 
tona the plan was to have 1983 Super- 
bike Champion Wayne Rainey ride 
one, but Rainey crashed and broke 
his collarbone in his first practice ses- 
sion — Yamaha rented the track a 
week before Speed Week's six days of 
official practice and racing. So Yama- 














ha brought in Canadian McMurter 
— who recently cut a deal with Yama- 
ha Motor Canada for racing in that 
country — to ride the second bike. 

'The Yamahas were short on devel- 
opment time but fast none-the-less. 
Modifications were limited by the 
available time and consisted of dry 
clutches, high-compression pistons, 
cams, a stronger extruded aluminum 
swingarm, a TZ250 front end with 
Brembo brake discs and four-piston 
magnesium calipers, a TZ500 rear 
brake assembly, Mikuni CV carbs 
with 3mm larger venturis than stock, 
Dymag cast magnesium wheels, a 
deep oil sump casting, a racing ex- 
haust system and aftermarket shock 
absorbers — McDonald's bike had a 
Fox shock, McMurter's an Ohlins, 
both with remote reservoirs. The ex- 
haust system, built by the Yamaha 
factory, carried Kerker I.D. plates and 
will be duplicated and be sold by 
Kerker — one of McDonald's spon- 
sors — in the near future. 

The Yamaha used stock ignition 
systems powered by the battery. And 
while thealternator and electric start- 
er were left in place to avoid going 
underneath the 410-pound minimum 
weight rules, the rest of the charging 
system was disconnected, the igni- 
tion powered total loss. Other changes 
included bypassing the thermostat 
housing and adding an oversized oil 
cooler. 

When all the work was done, the 
Yamahas weighed 417 pounds (with- 
out gas, with fresh tires) on the AMA 
scales, well over the required end-of- 
race, no-gas minimum of 410 pounds. 
That was close to the weight of 
Spencer's Honda, which tipped the 
AMA scales at 416 pounds under the 
same conditions. 

McMurter rode his bike 300 miles 
in the early test sessions, including 
200 miles at one time to simulate the 
Daytona 200. No problems were en- 
countered. 

McDonald had planned to run his 
FZ in Friday's Formula One race as 
well, but didn't when the engine 
developed a base gasket leak without 
enough time left before the start for 
repairs. 





McMurter, who qualified 11th, re- 
ported that the Yamahas, although 
fast, didn't handle as well as his 
sorted-out 1984 Honda Superbike and 
were harder to ride; the TZ250 front 
forks especially caused problems, al- 
though working better than stock 
forks did with the Brembo brakes 
installed. But to McMurter, it looked 
smarter to ride a bike that was this 
good at the beginning of its devel- 
opment (the Yamaha) than to ride a 
bike at the peak of its development 
(the Honda) — and Yamaha's renewed 
interest in road racing, no matter 
through what department — looked 
better to him than Honda's recent, 
gradual and ongoing withdrawal from 
factory-team road racing. 

(According to Yamaha Motor Corp. 
USA engineering chief Richard 
Okano, the company will soon sell 
racing parts kits to privateers at sub- 
sidized prices.) 

Haslam was sixth fastest at 2:04.695, 
followed by Busby on his Team Amer- 
ica VF750F at 2:04.697; Adamo was 
eighth fastest at 2:04.901, Filice was 
ninth at 2:04.958 on his Super Team 
FZ750, which was much closer to stock 
than the McDonald/McMurter bikes. 

Filice's bike, like another Super 
Team FZ750 ridden by 1975 Camel 
Pro Series Champion Gary Scott, had 
a chassis prepped by Lou Vallerga of 
Palo Alto (California) Yamaha and 
an engine blueprinted and mildly 
modified by Woody Kyle and Dan 
Thompson. Both bikes were fitted 
with Performance Machine spun 
aluminum wheels and 12-inch Per- 
formance Machine front disc brakes 
with four-piston Brembo calipers. 
Vallerga built the rearset controls 
and re-routed the radiator hoses to 
clear SuperTrapp four-into-one ex- 
haust systems; Filice's bike was fitted 
with a stainless steel system using 
tapered head pipes, Scott's bike with 
a more conventional steel system. 
The standard CV carbs were rejetted 
and run with the bottom of the air- 
box (and rubber velocity stacks) in 
place. A Fox Twin Clicker rear shock 
was installled. 

Theengines were disassembled and 
checked by Thompson, who made 





sure all the bearing clearances were 
correct and that all the gears located 
properly during shifts; Kyle checked 
combustion chamber volume and did 
racing valve jobs; 0.020-inch was 
milled off the cylinder to raise com- 
pression, and cam timing was ad- 
justed. Each engine's alternator was 
removed; the ignition system and 
timing remained stock, and the elec- 
tric starter ended up being reinstalled 
to make sure the bikes wouldn't have 
any problems making the minimum 
weight. 

The amazing part of all this was 
the fact that the bikes arrived in Day- 
tona — in stock condition — a week 
before Speed Week started. Val- 
lerga and the others commandeered a 
local machineshop and went to work, 
and after one 35-hours-straight burn 
and couple of three-hours-of-sleep 
day-and-night sessions, the bikes were 
ready. 

Jimmy Adamo rode a Team Leoni 
748cc Alazurra Cagiva instead of a 
rules-allowed 1000cc Cagiva (Ducati) 
because Cagiva doesn't sell a 1000cc 
machine in the U.S. Dale Quarterley 
and Rich Oliver both rode Kawa- 
sakis, Quarterley's GPZ750 and Oliv- 
er's KZ750 both painted green, and 
several privateers appeared with near- 
stock FZ750s. But the bulk of priva- 
teer hopes were pinned on VJ750F 
Hondas, most with owner-modified 
chassis and bought-from-Honda RSC 
racing engines. Some of the priva- 
teers organized themselves into group 
or team efforts, like Roberto Pietri 
and Busby's Team America. But most 
mounted solo efforts with help from 
a few friends or small sponsors; that 
described the programs of men like 
Ricky Orlando, Harth, Barry, Terry 
Hampton, Bettencourt, Finland's 
Vesa Kuthalahti (who, with England's 
Team Bike, finished second in sev- 
eral 24-hour races in Europe last year, 
including the World Championship 
round in Belgium). 

Some privateers took incredible 
risks to make the race; 20-year-old Pat 
Hernon and friend-and-tuner Lajos 
Silberstein showed up at Daytona 
(from Ohio) with $1000 borrowed 
from Hernon's brother. By Saturday 
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the pair had $20 left and a huge parts- 
on-credit bill running with Honda; 
everything depended on Hernon — 
who qualified 12th behind Pietri and 
ahead of Jeff Haney — finishing in 
the money. 

A few privateers were backed by 
well-organized and relatively well- 
financed efforts, like Dr. Mac Archer’s 
Entropy Racing, which fielded 
Haney’s VF750F; others had support 
on a smaller scale, like John Ash- 
mead's VF750F with backing from 
Peter Brady's Bi-Star Racing, Team 
Ontario and Ontario Moto Tech. 

For most privateers, dreams of top 
finishes hinged on something going 
wrong for the team men with faster 
bikes; for everybody except Freddie 
Spencer, any hope of winning had to 
include problems for Spencer. 

Team Honda planned on rear wheel 
changes for Spencer and Merkel to 
deal with tire wear from their expected 
fast lap times. Yoshimura would be 
ready for a wheel change in case 
Schwantz could hang onto Merkel 
but in the process used up his Suzu- 
ki's rear tire before the finish. But 
most planned on running 200 miles 
on one rear tire, a realistic aim at lap 
times slower than 2:00 or 2:01. 

It was the same at pre-race plan- 
ning sessions for gas stops; Honda 
planned two, Yoshimura three on the 
GS thanks to its smaller tank. Adamo 
and tuner Reno Leoni thought the 
Cagiva could go the distance with 
one stop; there was a chance Filice's 
FZ750 could do it with one stop, too. 

All the planning was history when 
the green flag finally fell for the start; 
Schwantz didn't make it to the first 
corner before his bike's clutch was 
gone; Merkel did a little better with 








his cooked clutch; McDonald better 
still. And the man out front, incred- 
ibly pulling a couple of seconds even 
before reaching the end of the infield 
and entering the banking, was Wes 
Cooley. 

Just 14 days before the start, Cooley 
had no Superbike ride for Daytona 
with no prospects. Just six days before 
the start, he had never ridden a Honda 
Interceptor; in practice he found that 
the bike worked quite differently than 
the inline Suzuki and Kawasaki Super- 
bikes of his experience, and he discov- 
ered the Honda VF750F tendency to 
miss shifts and jump out of gear at 
high rpm unless the rider moves the 
shift lever very positively and firmly 
— Honda pilots from Spencer him- 
self down would finish the race with 
reports of missing shifts and catching 
false neutrals and gear-jumping; but 
to Cooley, it was all news. 

No matter. He was in front, 
McDonald and his FZ second, (Spencer 
would later remark to the press at his 
surprise that McDonald's bike was so 
fast, describing it as being the fastest 
bike on the track at that point of the 
race) Spencer and Filice and Hernon 
behind. 

Until Spencer started to move, pass- 
ing McDonald, catching Cooley in 
the infield on the third lap; rocketing 
past on the banking at what Cooley 
would later say looked like a speed 
five or six mph faster than his own. 

Cooley is a realist. He knew Spen- 
cer's bike was much faster than his 
own, he said later, and he knew he 
couldn't beat Spencer unless some act 
of fate intervened, unless Spencer had 
bad luck. Cooley would have to stick 
to his game plan, run his own pace, 
wait for something to happen. And 








while Cooley pulled away from the 
now-fierce battle between McDonald 
and Bettencourt and Hernon, the 
race for first place seemed run. 


And then Spencer was waving 
Cooley past in the infield, cruising 
around and heading into the pits. 
Cooley was leading again; he thought 
Spencer was finished; so suspected 
Spencer himself. 

Spencer would afterwards describe 
to the press how his bike began to 
misfire, lost a cylinder; he thought a 
valve had dropped, looked behind for 
a telltale stream of smoke but saw 
nothing. By the time he reached the 
back-straight chicane and tried accel- 
erating hard again, the bike had 
cured itself — although Honda's me- 
chanics would report that Spencer's 
bike started vibrating more than nor- 
mally at the time the misfire appeared. 
Spencer pulled into the pits; the 
mechanics looked for oil leaks or 
problems and found none and sent 
Spencer back out, now two minutes 
behind Cooley and out of the top 20 
in the race. 


The dilemma for Spencer was now 
to find the balance between charging 
hard enough to catch Cooley without 
running so hard that the rear tire blis- 
tered or chunked or simply wore out 
too quickly. At this point, Spencer 
was the only rider who had to worry 
about tire problems; he alone could 
run faster than the available tire 
technology could handle; he alone 
had to walk the line between not fast 
enough and too fast. 

Spencer's stop put Hernon in sec- 
ond place, about 12 seconds behind 
Cooley, a heady place for a 20-year- 
old in his second year of Superbike 
racing. He was pursued by a long 
string of better-known or equally- 
hungry riders, all passing and stuff- 
ing and drafting each other, the order 
changing by the lap or the corner and 
never staying constant for long. 

There were 11 riders in that string, 
all wanting to be where Hernon was 
or better, including McDonald, Bet- 
tencourt, Haslam, Pietri, McMurter, 
Haney, Ashmead, Filice, Harth, and 
Gray. Orlando had been in there, but 
encountered shock problems and fad- 
ed back towards another battle involv- 
ing Quarterley, Oliver and Adamo. 

The order listed above was how it 
was at turn four on the sixth lap; a 
few laps later Haney and McDonald 
were ahead of Hernon, Bettencourt, 
McMurter and Ashmead; another lap 
and Haney was second, leading 
McMurter, Bettencourt, Ashmead, 
Haslam, Hernon, Pietri, Gray, Filice, 





Harth and the now-slowing McDon- 
ald, his clutch having given up for 


good. 

By the 10th lap Cooley had 15 
seconds and Haney was alone in 
second. Haslam was in third, racing 
McMurter; Bettencourt, Ashmead, 
Filice, Gray, Hernon and Pietri were 
having their own race for fifth. But 
that race for fifth thinned out quickly, 
when Hernon, so hot for success, 
stuffed his Honda underneath Gray 
entering the final infield turn, got 
completely sideways directly in front 
of Gray's Suzuki's front wheel, and 
was hit broadside by Gray. Both 
crashed, Gray flying over the collided 
bikes and breaking his collarbone; 
Pietri slid on liquids spilled by the 
collision and crashed, low-siding; he'd 
take off again after finally getting 
help bump-starting his bike from a 
corner worker. 

By the 15th lap Cooley had 17 
seconds; Haney, in second place, had 
another seven seconds on Haslam, 
who was five seconds ahead of 
McMurter with Filice close behind. 
Ashmead and Bettencourt still battled, 
and the next man behind them was 
one Freddie Spencer, gaining fast. 

Cooley's plan called for 2:02 or 2:03 
lap times; he was turning consistent 
2:03s and 2:04s — and Spencer was 
gaining by several seconds a lap, two 
this time, three that time, sometimes 
four or five seconds at a circuit. He'd 
already worked past Harth and the 
dueling Quarterley, Adamo and 
Oliver. Just as quickly he was in 


„sixth, then fourth, then third, then 


second with 11 seconds separating 
him from the lead. Cooley pitted on 
lap 26 for gas, spent nine seconds, 
and re-entered the track still leading. 

In one lap Cooley's lead fell from 
five seconds to 1.9 seconds, and then 
Spencer was past. 

Immediately the track announcers 
got into an on-the-air disagreement 
regarding Spencer's position. AMA 
scoring said Spencer was a lap down, 
announced Dave Despain. But as 
soon as Despain said that and de- 
scribed Cooley as the leader, Roxy 
Rockwood came on the loudspeak- 
ers, saying Spencer was the leader. It 
went back and forth like that for 
maybe five laps — 10 minutes —until 
the officials decided it was all a mis- 
take and Spencer was leading. 


But seeing as the lighted scoring 
towers changed with the whims of 
the officials, it was confusing to the 
riders. Spencer later told reporters he 
could see the tower as he exited the

front straightaway. King, however, 
was already out of action. “I went 
down right after the start,” said King, 
“and my bars got tweaked pretty bad 
and broke off one of the fork caps. All 
of the oil came shooting out of the 
forks." . 

Ward and Bailey stayed within a 
few bikelengths of each other for the 
first two laps, while Hannah was get- 
ting battered from behind by Bowen. 
At the start of lap three, Bowen 
pressed ahead of Hannah into third, 
while Glover, Lechien and Barnett 
formed a tight string for fifth, sixth 
and seventh. 

Once into lap five, the fireworks 
began; Hannah was no longer con- 
tent following Bowen, and jumped 
past him and back into third, while 
Ward was still in complete control, 
holding runner-up Bailey two seconds 
behind. Bowen, however, pulled off 
the track and retired, with Glover 
moving-uptiato fourth several seconds 
behind Hannah. 

Lap seven proved to be Bailey's 
undoing. “I was pacing myself 
through the first several laps," said 
Bailey, “picking my lines and watch- 
ing the ones of Ward, and I could feel 
the heat from Bob (Hannah). I knew 
the last part of the race would be the 








most critical part, so I wasn't going 
to makean early charge and lose it all 
in the end. Then a lapped rider 
crashed on the double jump and his 
bike was lying in the track. It looked 
to me like the guy in front of me was 
going to go to the right, and as I made 
my commitment the guy slammed on 
the brakes and went across the track 
in front of me. I went down, and Bob, 
Broc and Lechien came by before I 
could get going.” 

That incident changed the order of 
the top six to Ward, Hannah, Lechien, 
Glover, Bailey and Barnett, and then, 
less than a lap later, things changed 
again. “I had built up a four-second 
lead at one point," said Ward, “but 
with 40 riders on a one-line stadium 
track, it was just ridiculous. Five 
lapped riders in front of me came to a 
dead stop, and I got blocked. I had to 
really wick it to get around them, and 
ended up getting a bit out of shape 
—my front end washed out and I 
went down.” 

Hannah, running a close second, 
had no place to go and hit Ward's 
bike, and after backing his bike away, 
tore off with the lead. “Bob ran over 
my bike — not on purpose — and I 
was trapped under the bike," said 
Ward. “I finally got free and restarted 
the motor, and Bob was gone. I guess 
I should've mellowed out a bit after 
going around the lappers.”’ 

Much to the delight of the crowd,

Ward remounted in time to collect second overall. 


Hannah had the ball and immediately 
ran with it; by the end of lap nine, he 
had stretched his lead to seven seconds 
over Ward, while Lechien, Glover, 
Bailey, Barnett and O'Mara were 
strung out behind. And with the 
exception of Bailey swapping posi- 
tions with Glover on the final lap to 
finish fourth, that order held the rest 
of the way. 

After winning by nearly 12 seconds 
and throwing his hand into the air, 
an obviously-jubilant Hannah gave 
tuner Brian Lunnis and team man- 
ager Dave Arnold impromptu “shuttle 
bus” service straight to victory lane. 

“Td have to call this a real nerve- 
racking race," said Hannah, laugh- 
ing, “but it sure feels awfully good to 
win one of these. And I'd like to 
thank the people at Honda for build- 
ing such a good bike, and Brian for 
tuning it for me.” 

"After the start I got, I'm pretty 
happy to get third," said Lechien. 
“Barnett and I got tangled up off the 
line, and I just tried to ride a consis- 
tent race. I knew it was going to be 
hot and people would be getting 
tired, and they were going down left 
and right. I saw two heads on the 
other side of the double jump, and I 
just took a line straight between 'em. 
I found out later one of the guys 
down was Bailey. I gained a few 
points on Broc, which is my main 
concern at this point." 

“I got passed in the end because I 
was hesitating justa bit," said Glover. 
“Going into something like this with 
basically only one hand working right 
is tough. Luckily I have three weeks 
to heal up before the next race. I feel 
fortunate for what I got here today.” 


125cc Pro-Am 


Kawasaki Team Green's Eddie 
Warren kicked up his heels and danced 
away from the field in the early laps 
of the 125cc Pro-Am main event, then 
survived a last-lap/last-second chal- 
lenge by teammate Rodney Barr to 
put his second straight series win in 
the supercross record books. Barr got 
a wheel ahead of Honda pilot Brian 
Manley and barely missed nipping 
Warren to nail down second as the 
checkered flag dropped. 

For Warren, winner of the Atlanta 
round of the series, victory at Day- 
tona also icnreased his point lead in 
the Eastern Regional standings; War- 
ren leads Dennis Daft by 21 points, 62 
to 41. 

Since the Pro-Am program was 


forgotten in the Saturday schedule 








planning and there was insufficient 
time to work it in between theraces in 
the Saturday 250cc Pro Supercross 
show, the decision was made to run it 
along with the Wednesday Amateur 
Supercross program. SuperSports 
Promotions' Bill West came up with 
a $3,000 Pro-Am purse. 


Final 

In much the same manner as he did 
in the Atlanta round, Warren shot 
out of the gate and established a com- 
fortable lead of five-to-six seconds 
through the first five of the 10 laps. 
Manley, who won the second heat 
race, followed in second, while, first 
heat winner, Barr, after getting off 
the gate mid-pack, was kept busy 
threading his way into third. Cana- 
dian Terry Fowler held fourth over 
O'Donnell and Todd Poling. 

Warren's lead looked secure until 
lap eight, when he began to slice 
through lapped traffic, and the Man- 
ley/Barr battle raged closer. On the 
final lap, less than 20 feet separated 
the top three, and as they navigated 
the final few corners, things took a 
turn. “The only way I could get a 
chance at (leader) Warren was to 
jump over Manley,” said Barr, “and 
that's what I did. If I only would've 
had another lap, I could've got War- 
ren." 

Warren squeaked to the win — by 
mere feet — over Barr, while Manley 
was knocked to third by Barr. Fowler 
held O'Donnell at bay to nail fourth 
at the finish, many seconds behind 
the top three. 

“Two in a row! This feels great!" 
said Warren. “I was really having 
trouble with lappers; there were some 
real jokers out there. Things got tight 
in the end, but that's racing. The 
main thing is that I won. Right now, 
I'm looking forward to the (April 13- 
14) Pontiac Silverdome rounds back 
home in Michigan. If I can sweep 
those, I can wrap up the Eastern title.” €

Spencer rules 
Formula One

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8 


Freddie Spencer overcame a starting-grid 
controversy and a broken exhaust pipe to 
take his first Formula One victory at Day- 
tona, and there was no doubt that Spencer was 


the fastest rider in the field and 
that on the track he won fair 
and square. The controversy en- 
tered on the start of the race with 
Spencer needing to restart his engine 
after the one-minute board was dis- 
played — a clear violation of AMA 
rules and a hazardous situation as 
well. However, other riders were re- 
ceiving assistance from their mechan- 
ics at the same time as, or just before, 
Spencer’s problem and were also in 
violation of the rules. In the end, the 
AMA decided to take no action against 
Spencer or the other riders and even 
though there was much talk among 
the top finishers of protests none 
were filed. But several riders claimed 
that the AMA refused to accept their 
written protest and told them the 
situation was handled, when it wasn’t. 

Asecond problem cropped up right 
at the finish of the race when Spencer 
and second-place-finisher Mike Bald- 
win were joined in winner's circle by 





Jeff Haney. This scoring error and a 


number of others weren’t straight- 
ened out until a final posting of the 
results at 9:15 the next morning. 
Haney, elated in the trophy ceremo- 
nies, found himself seventh when the 
scoring was finalized. 


If Haney was bummed the next 
morning, Ron Haslam was more so 
at the end of the race. Saying he knew 
he finished third, Haslam could only 
wonder aloud why he wasn’t right- 
fully in the winner’s circle. 


The change of the Daytona 200 to 
Superbikes and the moving of the 
National — run with Formula One 
machines — to Friday continued to 
generate mixed reactions among the 
riders. Some favored the 100-mile 
sprint format and were glad to get 
their racing out of the way earlier in 
the week. Many feel the 200, the set 
piece of Cycle Week, should still be 
the Formula One race. 

One change which met with. no 
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Mike Baldwin (above) led the first three laps on his privateer RS500.

approval from the riders and others 
— including many of the AMA offi- 
cials and workers on hand for the 
races — was a change in the rider 
numbering system. In short, the top 
50 riders in last year’s point standings 
— in each class — receive a number 
corresponding to their standing while 
all others race with a three-digit num- 
ber. The 80-rider field had 56 riders 
with three digit numbers and proved 
to be a scorer’s nightmare. Addition- 
ally, the familiar rider number/name 
combinations which fans had been 
used to for many years went out the 
window. Identifying riders withouta 
program proved nearly impossible. 


The new 3.56-mile course, short- 
ened by three-tenths of a mile from 
3.87 by revamping the infield, pro- 
vided a new challenge to riders famil- 
iar with the old course by making the 
infield portion more interesting. 

Honda’s Spencer grabbed the pole 
for the final with a fastest lap of one 
minute, 51.709 seconds with an aver- 
age speed of 114.727 miles per hour. 
Defending U.S. Formula One Cham- 
pion Mike Baldwin, now sponsoring 
his own team after Honda dropped 
their Formula One program, pushed 
his Bruce Maus-tuned Honda into 
the second spot on the front row, 
almost four seconds slower than 
Spencer. Haslam, Randy Renfrow 
and Rich Schlachter rounded out the 
top five. Haslam and Schlacter were 
riding Stuart Toomey-tuned MacLean 
Racing RS500s, Renfrow riding his 
own RS500. 

Spencer was the picture of confi- 
dence as he waited on the starting 
line to take his warm-up lap. That 
changed radically when a screw se- 
curing the left side of his faceshield 
popped out as he rode down the 
backstretch. Once back in his grid 
position his crew, led by Erv Kane- 
moto, hurriedly taped the shield 
down. Spencer had stopped his engine 


while the. work was going on. He had , 





arrived back on the grid with a bit 
over two minutes left and at the two- 
minute sign officials tried to clear the 
grid of mechanics. Spencer’s crew 
wasn't the only one still working. 
Once the tape job was finished, Spen- 
cer was pushed off to bump start his 
engine and was barely back in posi- 
tion when the green flag dropped. 

“Tt was a dangerous situation with 
mechanics on the grid and the race 
about to start in addition to clearly 
being a rules’ violation,” said Wes 
Cooley of the Professional Riders 
Association. "Spencer should have 
been given a one-lap penalty right 
away, but the AMA didn’t do any- 
thing. Freddie told me later he felt 
sure that's what would happen.” If 
they’re not going to abide by the 
rules, then why couldn’t the AMA 
give me four pounds at Laguna?” 
asked Cooley, referring to his loss of 
second place in the Superbike race 
there because the Yoshimura Suzuki 
was too light. Although the AMA 
said there were no rider protests filed 
against Spencer, the officials reviewed 
video tapes of the start and, according 
to AMA’s Bill Boyce, decided to take 
no action against Spencer since to do 
so would single him out when other 
riders were also in violation of the 
rules. 

"When I got back to the grid I told 
my crew to do a good job taping the 
shield down and to make suré it was 
right," said Spencer after the race. “I 
was more worried about the shield 
than being the last rider off the grid if 
that’s what I had to do. I saw the one 
minute sign go sideways (signaling a 
start within the next 10 seconds) as 
my engine started and I hoped I could 
get pulled back into my position before 
the flag waved because it was a dan- 
gerous situation. I was barely back in 
line when the flag waved and still 
rolling backwards a bit so that blew 
my start."

Honda’s Freddie Spencer, in blazing fashion, 

picked up his first win in the International 

Formula Two race at Daytona International 
14 Speedway and moved one step closer to a 
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sweep of the three major road 
races of Cycle Week. Averaging 
a blazing 103.475 mph in the 
28-lap, 99.68-mile final, Spencer 
lapped all except second-place-fin- 
isher Siegfried Minich of Austria and 
Britisher Andy Watts in third. How- 
ever, Spencer's ride was not without 
problems as a seam in his gas tank 
cracked in the last third of the race 
and began to leak gas onto his leath- 
ers and the seat of the bike. 

Minich, on a Yamaha TZ250, fin- 
ished nearly 90 seconds behind Spen- 
cer with Watts, on the Rotax-engined 
Ehrlich EMC, over 20 seconds farther 
back. 

One of the best battles of the day 
was for fourth between John Long 
(Yamaha TZ250) and Rich Schlach- 
ter (Honda RS250). The two took 
their fight right to the finish with 
Long ahead by no more than one foot 
as they crossed the line. 

Spencer was no less dominating in 
qualifying, turning in a two minute, 
1.562 second lap at 105.427 mph dur- 
ing his timed session. Minich, second, 
was 4.5 seconds and nearly 3.0 mph 
slower. Schlachter, Watts and U.S. 
F-2 Champion Don Greene rounded 
out the top five. (This was the first 
time that timed sessions have been 
used in Formula Two at Daytona. 
Past qualifying was done via heat 
races.) 

Schlachter was one of the lucky 
people in qualifying. He got his fast 
laps in before tumbling down the 
track in the infield when a gust of 
wind caught him as he was exiting a 
turn and literally “blew the front end 
away. Luckily, I had my laps in," 
said Schlachter “and the damage 
wasn't so bad it couldn't be fixed.” 

During the final practice session 
prior to the final, Greene's Honda 
seized; he missed the race. On the 
wave of the flag, it was Minich jetting 
out front to lead the first lap and rob 
Spencer of a start-to-finish run out 
front. Spencer made up what little 
distance he was behind Minich quick- 
ly and assumed the lead before the 
two exited the infield on lap two. 
Long and Schlachter were already 
beginning a battle which would run 
off and on throughout the length of 


therace, and Watts was fifth. The top 
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two positions were already set out 
with the next three changing places 
before the finish. 

The final was cut one lap — from 
the original 29 (103.24 miles) to 28 
—after AMA and Speedway officials 
deemed it necessary to make sure rid- | 
ers didn't run out of gas in the final 
laps. Some riders topped up their 
tanks after the warm-up lap as a pre- 
caution. 

“I wasn't worried about fuel," said 
Spencer. ‘“The bike gets good mileage 
and I knew it would run over 100 
miles on what we had in the tank." 

Fuel proved to be a problem for 
Watts, although it wasn't gas mileage 
he was worried about. “I hadn't prac- 
ticed with a full tank of gas," said 
Watts afterward. “The handling 
changed and I had to cool it a bit in 
the opening laps because I didn't 
want to crash. My slow start allowed 
Minich to get away and once I got 
cooking there was no way I could 
catch him so I settled in to finish as 
well as I could." 


David Aldana, by the end of lap 
five, had been in the pits twice on his 
Bud Light-sponsored works Rotax 
and was nearly two laps down after 
gas leaked out the vent system onto 
the rear tire. He later crashed exiting 
the infield, when the transmission 
locked, but was uninjured. 


Spencer had over nine seconds on 
Minich by the start of lap six and was 
already lapping traffic backmarkers. 
Minich held a short gap on the 
Schlachter/Long duel for third with 
Watts fifth. Armstrong rider Kevin 
Brunson, in his last race before con- 
centrating on his final year of col- 
lege, led Honda-mounted Jeff Heino 
in seventh. 

Joey Sommers, running eighth at 
thetimeon a MacLean Racing Honda, 
crashed entering the infield after get- 
ting sideways and almost hitting 
Heino and was bruised and battered. 
Sommers is still on the mend from a 
broken femur suffered in June of last 
year. 

Spencer, like a fine watch, con- 
tinued to tick off the laps and extend 
his advantage on Minich. By lap 
nine, the margin was 26 seconds. 
Schlachter was ahead of Long as they 
remained about 20 lengths apart all 
the way around the track. Watts was 
slowly inching his way up on the 
pair after getting his fuel load down 
to where “the front end wasn't push- 
ing anymore." 

Dale Franklin was on the move on 
his Motorcycle Works/Dave Harold- 
tuned TZ and stalked sixth-place 
Brunson with Heino, James Stephens 
(Spondon), and Doug Brauneck 
(Spondon) rounding out the top 10. 

One lap later dirt tracker Chris Carr, 
out for his first AMA 250cc road race, 
found his name on the list of riders 
Spencer had put one lap down. 

“The strategy was to run the bike 
hard," said Spencer. “The race was a 
test of the machine — just like the 
Formula One race yesterday — to see 
if any problems crop up. This is the 
bike I'll be racing in the GPs and 
there's no better way to test than in a 
race." Spencer'sstrategy was proving 
frustrating to Minich who was set- 
ting a very strong pace himself, but 
was still losing ground at the rate of 
two seconds or more per lap. 

Long grabbed third from Schlach- 
ter on lap 13 when Schlachter was 
balked by slower traffic near the start/ 
finish line. Watts was right behind 
the duel and in the next lap closed, 
and then moved around both Schlach- 
ter and Long to take over third. Watts 
quickly set about opening some 
breathing room, trying to close the 
gap on Minich in second. 

Back around 12th, brothers Eduardo 
and Alajandro Aleman of Venezuela 
were slowly moving toward the top.

10. Eduardo, in the lead, was gaining 
on Brauneck and Stephens. 

Spencer’s average speed at the end 
of 15 laps was 102.284 mph. There 
was no change in the top three while 
Long and Schlachter or Schlachter 
and Long — depending on the part 
of the track you were watching — 
were battling for fourth. 

Brunson, Heino and Franklin trail- 
ed the top five to the finish. The only 
change in the top 10 was Yamaha 
rider Eduardo Aleman moving past 
Brauneck in the closing laps for ninth 
after Stephens slipped back to finish 
15th. 

The only drama in the last eight 
laps was the swapping of fourth by 
Long and Schlachter. The two traded 
the lead near the start/finish line on 
each lap with Long in command on 
the final one. 

Coming to the checkered flag, 
Schlachter broke out of Long’s draft 
and inched alongside only to come 
up a foot short. 

"I'm very pleased with the way 
things went," said Spencer. “We 
learned about a problem with the gas 
tank which apparently developed a 
crack from vibration and was leaking 
gas on me in the final laps. Traffic 
wasn't too bad and I was careful to 
pass exiting or entering turns.” 

“T like Daytona," said Long, ‘‘and 
this was one of the best races I've had 
here. I didn't have a 250cc ride because 
I didn't buy the Honda RS250 I was 
going to. I got lucky and Santiago 
Londono loaned me his bike when he 
couldn't ride. Treavor Heath did all 
the work on it and I just turned the 
throttle. I was dreading the last few 
laps because the clutch was slipping 
in sixth gear, especially on the front 
straight. Richard pulled out of my 
draftand I saw his wheel come along- 
side. I figured it was all over, but I 
held him by a foot or two.” 

"It was close, but I didn't have 
enough power to get around John," 
said Schlachter. “It was a good race. 
Possibly I waited too long to pull out 
of the draft, I don't know. I had to 
make a move. I had problems with 
the front brakes — sometimes they 
would work, sometimes not — from 
about the eighth lap on. When it first 
happened I lost a lot of ground that I 
couldn't make up until I felt more 
comfortable with the situation. I 
changed my riding style to minimal 
braking and tried to compensate with 
riding harder coming off the turns. I 
owe Stuart Toomey, with help from 
Chuck Aksland, a lot because they 
put the bike back together after I 
dinged it up in a crash in qualify- 
ing." e

east banking, and he watched his 
number disappear from first posi- 
tion, not even showing on the board, 
and he hoped it was just a mistake. 

Spencer pitted on the 36th lap for 
gas, a wheel change and came out 24 
seconds behind; Cooley got gas on 
lap 37; Spencer led again on lap 39. 

Spencer won, a minute and 23 
seconds ahead of Cooley; Haney fin- 
ished, still alone, in third. Ashmead 
was already out, his bike cutting out 
on the back straight at the head of a 
plume of smoke. Quarterly was out 
with a broken valve spring. Oliver’s 
bike broke a valve spring, too, but he 
nursed it along, the bike pulling 
fewer and fewer rpm with each lap, 
finally vibrating terribly on the last 
lap — Oliver coasted across the finish 
line.

Adamo made it with one gas stop, 
barely, short-shifting, on reserve, 
coasting across the line. Filice did, 
too, but nearly ran out on the last lap. 
Orlando’s bike dropped a valve. 

Asked how it felt to win the Day- 
tona 200 — along with the F-1 and 
F-2 races — at a post-race press con- 
ference, Spencer said, ''It was more of 
a relief . . . after coming here for so 
many years and not winning the 200 
is frustrating. But it’s a great feeling 
to win all three races, three races I've 
never won before. 

“We did it together," said Spencer, 
referring to his crew chief, tuner, and 
friend, Erv Kanemoto, who runs 
Spencer's World Championship team. 
He paused, and mentioned mechanic 
Mike Velasco's work on his Superbike. 

A couple of foreign reporters asked 
Spencer if it was good for racing that 
he could run away with any race he 
entered, leave everyone so far behind. 
Would spectators come to see a race 
for second place? Spencer seemed 
taken aback by the question, perhaps 
baffled, not knowing what to reply, 
and ended by saying that new talent 
in road racing had to come from 
strong club racing programs. He 
mentioned Schwantz by name as an 
exampleof an up-and-coming young 
rider. But he couldn't escape the 
unescapable fact of Daytona 1985: 
There were two classes of riders . . : 
Freddie Spencer...and everybody 
else. .

Spencer quickly cut his way 
through traffic and passed Baldwin 
for the lead at the start/finish line on 
the start of lap four. From there on, it 
was Spencer's race. 

By lap five of the 29-lap, 103.24- 
mile race, Spencer had opened up 
several seconds of breathing room 
and was slicing his way through traf- 
fic on his works Honda NSR500. 
Baldwin, on a production RS500 
Honda, had Haslam in close com- 
pany. À distance behind battle devel- 
oped between Randy Renfrow, on 
the Bigoney/Renfrow Racing Honda 
and Schlachter. Cooley, on his Larry 
Worrell-tuned Wes Cooley and Asso- 
ciates Honda RS was sixth. 

The Renfrow/Schlachter battle 
continued for another three laps with 
the two repeatedly trading positions 
until Schlachter got into a slide enter- 
ing the infield. By the time he recov- 
ered, Renfrow had broken away. Ren- 
frow then moved in on Haslam and 
Schlachter began to inch back up. 

On lap 10, Renfrow moved around 
Haslam exiting the chicane. Schlach- 
ter was fifth with Jimmy Adamo, on 
the Team Leoni's 500 Cagiva GP 
bike, turning in a strong ride in sixth. 
Three laps later an engine failure 
brought Adamo's ride to a halt. 

Gas stops began on lap 13 and 
jumbled up the field as one after 
another of the top six came in to 
refuel. Spencer continued to grind 
out distance on the field. 

Renfrow got badly out of shape 
exiting the chicane on lap 14 before 
making his gas stop. “I was twisted 
up enough to where my feet came off 
the pegs,” said Renfrow later. “After 
the race I realized that making my gas 
stop when I did was a mistake because 
I lost touch with Haslam. If I had 
pitted when he did I might have been 
able to run with him for the rest of the 
race. 

Haslam came in for gas one lap 
later and was quickly in and out. 
Baldwin was the next ofthe top three 
to gas on lap 18 with Spencer still out 
on the track and building his advan- 
tage to nearly 30 seconds. 

Behind the top five of Spencer, 
Baldwin, Renfrow, Haslam: and 
Schlachter, a fight for sixth was shap- 
ing up among Cooley, former 500cc 
World Champion Marco Lucchinelli 
(on.a works Cagiva which arrived 
from Italy on. Thursday), and En- 
trophy Racing's Jeff Haney and his 
RS500. 

As his pit crew waited with a rear 
tire ready just in case, Spencer main- 
tained his pace before coming in at 
the end of lap 21. He was stopped for 
16 seconds. His shield and tire were 
quickly checked during refueling. 
What took more time was a checking 
of one exhaust pipe, which had split 
a seam. 











“What took most of the time was 
checking on the pipe to see if the split 
wasn't on the top where the exhaust 
gasses could get sucked into the car- 
buretors. If that was the case then I 
would have had to call it a day," said 
Spencer. “I was riding quite hard so 
that's why they had the tire ready. 
Fortunately, I didn't need it. My stra- 
tegy wasn't to stay out as long as I 
did, but after the pipe broke the 
engine began to run pretty bad and 
then it evened out. Instead of coming 
in when I was supposed to I ran an 
extra two laps to see if the pace I was 
running was fast enough to keep 
Baldwin at bay in case I did need to 
change a tire." 


Spencer still had nearly a 17-second 
gap on Baldwin when he got back on 
the track, but that was being slowly 
whittled away by Baldwin although 
he got no signal from his pit crew of 
Spencer's problem. 

Haslam, after the pit-stop shuffle 
of the standings, moved back into 
third about 15 seconds adrift of Bald- 
win with Renfrow a short distance 
ahead of fifth-place Schlachter. Luc- 
chinelli had Haney for company with 
Cooley in eighth followed by Hasty 
Racing's Doug Brauneck (Yamaha 
TZ750) and Moto Plan Insurance- 
sponsored Alan Labrosse (Honda 
RS500). All positions remained the 
same to the finish. 


There was one bit of drama to be 
played before the checkered flag as 
Baldwin closed ona slowing Spencer. 
Baldwin’s charge was foiled by slower 
traffic and he was still 10 seconds 
behind Spencer at the finish. 

“The race got a bit exciting after 
the pipe broke at around the halfway 
mark," said Spencer afterward. “I 
figure I lost about 25 mph top speed 
and a good bit of acceleration off the 
corners. 

“I didn’t know Freddie was having 
a problem," said Baldwin. “I just 
kept my pace up throughout the race 
figuring that maybe something would 
go wrong and I would be in position 
to capitalize on it. Traffic was bad. I 
got blocked on every lap and you 
can’t race that way.” 

"I'm really pleased with how things 
went," said Haslam. “I was offered 
the ride by Bob MacLean after Wayne 
Rainey crashed and broke his collar- 
bone. The race went smoothly for me 
and this gives me a big boost for the 
GPs which start in two weeks. I gota 
chance to get a lot of time on a bike 
similar to what I'll be riding and 
that's a big plus.” 

"We made a mistake in pitting 
early," said Renfrow, “and really I 
came in for the stop way too slow and 
we were slow in fueling. There was 
also some confusion in who was to 
tell me when to leave and that cost me 
time. I lost my opportunity for a race 
with Haslam in the pits.” 

“The race was really quite unevent- 
ful," said Schlachter. “I tried to stay 
with Randy and Ron early on, but I 
was sliding the bike too much so I 
thought I had better cool it and stay 
up on two wheels. I had one real 
exciting time in turn one. After that I 
knew I better not push it.” 8

Yamaha's trick 
new trialer

It’s been eight long years since we've last 
seen a T'Y Yamaha, or any Japanese trialer, 
imported into the U.S.; but now Yamaha 
has ended that dry spell by introducing an 


all-new trialer. Yamaha un- 


veiled the latest hi-tech, single 
shock TY250 last year in 
Europe, and it met with huge 
success. That Euro-market also spark- 
ed interest in the U.S., and trialers all 
across the country tried to get their 
hands on a TY — few were success- 
full. But indications of demand were 


strong enough to attract Yamaha 
Motor Corp. U.S.A.'s attention. 


Trials events in the U.S. don't have 
Europe's 250cc limit, so Yamaha de- 
cided to build and import the TY350. 
Besides the larger displacement, the 
350 features some new internal 
changes, such as larger crank halves 
to help give the TY a stronger and 
smoother torque curve. They are the 
same size as used on the YZ490 moto- 
crossers, and increase the flywheel 





effect, reducing the chance of stalling 
the motor when plonking around at 
slow speeds. 

This year, the TY uses a chrome- 
bore cylinder for better cooling and 
light weight. Since trials is a slow- 
moving sport, there isn't a lot of cool- 
ing air circulating through the cylin- 
der fins, so the improved heat transfer 
provided by the chrome bore (vs. 
an iron liner) is appreciated. The 
engine has an 80 x 86mm bore and 
stroke, a low 5.3:1 compression ratio, 
and actual displacement of 341cc. 

Carburetion is handled by a 26mm 
Teikei feeding into a four-petal reed- 
valve induction manifold. There is a 
pull-type choke knob mounted on 
the left side of the carb; an oiled- 
foamed air filter is surrounded by a 
plastic airbox. (Some people, keep- 
ingin mind the chrome-bore cylinder, 
worry that the air filter is too porous

and should be replaced by a denser 
foam filter; if any dirt finds its way to 
the cylinder, it can easily destroy the 
chrome liner, and cylinders with 
chrome liners can't be rebored). 

Reaching the filter is simple, just 
pop the center/seat section off; no 
tools are necessary. Yamaha made 
the filter easy to get to so that on-the- 
trail service can be done in a few 
quick minutes, just in case the bike 
ever gets submerged and fills the air- 
box with water. 

The exhaust pipe joins the cylinder 
through a side-port exhaust manifold, 
climbs parallel to the frame's front 
downtube, and is tucked in close to 
the cylinder, reducing the chance of 
damage considerably. It winds its 
way over the cylinder head and along 
the left side of the bike, and at the end 
of the pipe is an aluminum silencer 
that is not U.S. Forestry-approved. 

The TY has your basic wet multi- 
disc clutch and a six-speed transmis- 
sion. First through third gears, 
though, are designed to have almost 
zero backlash — the transmission 
dogs fit tightly, resulting in less jerky, 
more precise and more controllable 
power delivery in slow situations. 
The rest of the gears have normal 
backlash. 

A $520 D.I.D. chain runs through a 
new, stronger plastic chain guide and 
wraps around a 12-tooth countershaft 
and a 42-tooth rear sprocket. 

Both right and left engine side cov- 
ers are magnesium, and the right side 
clutch cover is tapered from the clutch 
cover housing to the front of the 
engine, so the housing won't get 
hung up on rocks; that almost elimi- 
nates the chance of smashing the 
internal clutch basket, or causing the 
rider to dab. A sturdy aluminum skid 
plate guards the lower engine cases 
and frame, and forms around the 
lower portion of the engine side 
cases. 

The Yamaha has a CD ignition 
system and flywheel magneto genera- 
tor; there's a six-volt headlight and 
taillight. 

The high-tensile steel frame has a 
single front downtube that splits half- 
way down into a double cradle. Rake 
is a steep 23°, and trail is 1.93 inches. 
Wheelbase is a short 52 inches, seat 
height just 29.3 inches, and ground 
clearance 12.8 inches. 

One of the most unique features of 
the TY is its single-shock rear sus- 
pension, which is very similar in 
design to that found on the Yamaha 
YZ motocrossers. Currently the TY is 
one of only two single-shock trialers 
in production — the other is the new 
Beta, but Honda now has a single 
shocker in the works and will prob- 





ably be seen only in Europe. There 
are six pivot points on the TY's 
Monocross linkage system and four 
of them have zerk fittings. The con- 
glomerate of linkages and levers 
produces 6.3 inches of rear wheel 
travel, but the short 12.5-inch Yama- 
ha-built, DeCarbon, nitrogen gas- 
filled shock uses only 2.2 inches of 
stroke. It has three preload adjust- 
ments and no internal or external 
compression or rebound damping 
settings. The swingarm, like the 
frame, is made of high-tensile steel; 
the kickstand is bolted to the swing- 
arm on the right side. 

Up front is a Kayaba fork with 
36mm stanchion tubes and 7.1 inches 
of wheel travel; there are no protec- 
tors on the stanchion tubes or fork 
sliders. Mounted to the right fork leg 
is an odometer/speedometer unit. 

Both front and rear gold-anodized 
rims are laced by Yamaha's exclusive 
Z-spoke design, and the tires are made 
by Michelin. Drum brakes are used 
at both ends; the front brake actuat- 
ing arm is mounted inside the mag- 
nesium backing plate out of harm's 
way from rocks. 

The fenders, fuel tank, center/seat 
section and headlight cowling are 
made out of sturdy, white plastic. 
Other features include chrome han- 
dlebars; smooth, black grips; a fold- 
ing shiftlever and a 120-page owner's 
manual. The bike weighs 196 pounds 
dry. 

Kick starting the TY is not easy — 
it takes a good healthy stab at the 
lever to turn over the engine. With 
the choke knob raised and no throt- 
tle, a cold engine would usually fire 
by the fourth kick. Because of the 
TY’s relatively low seat height com- 
pared to its kickstart lever, the best 
way to get going is for the rider to 
jump up and then bring his full 
weight down on it. With clutch dis- 
engaged, in-gear starts are possible. 

This Yamaha has torque, and a lot 
of it. No matter how low in the rpm 
range, one quick wack of the throttle 
will make the TY jump forward very 
smoothly and predictably. The engine 
responds cleanly and accurately when- 
ever the throttle is twisted — it never 
hesitates when the going gets tough. 
Sometimes, though, when the bike 
gets dropped on its side and the 
motor dies, it's difficult to restart 
because the bike loads up. Kicking 
though with the throttle wide open 
will make it restart, blurb and cough 
for a few seconds, then clear out. 

The clutch is easy to use when 
needed and has a light, one-finger 
pull. When the clutch needs to be 
feathered, it isn't grabby, and it doesn't 
get mushy when hot. But when we

dropped the transmission into first 
gear — with the engine still cold — 
from neutral while at idle, the bike 
would dart out from under the rider 
as if the clutch lever wasn't pulled in 
at all. This happened quite often but 
would disappear a few miles down 
the trail. To cure this problem, we 
replaced the stock 30w transmission 
oil with multi-grade 20w-50 oil. 

We were never pleased with the 
transmission — the gearbox feels too 
tight and is very hard to shift while 
moving, and it is almost impossible 
to find neutral with the engine off. 
Before starting a section, the TY had 
to be ridden around a bit to be sure it 
was in the right gear, because if the 
rider clicked up to second from neu- 
tral while at idle, it sometimes 
wouldn’t quite go all the way into 
gear and would slip back to neutral a 
few feet later. Shifting down or upa 
gear during a section is risky business 
— missed shifts between first and 
second gears are too common. To 
make things worse, the shift lever is 
the folding type; mounting the lever 
so it's straight up doesn't work out, 
because the lever will fold back when 
shifting with your heal. It needs to be 
welded solid. 

By far the TY's most outstanding 
feature is the suspension, especially 
in the rear. Landing off steep drop- 
offs, the Monocross rear suspension 
absorbs the impact very smoothly for 
a rider weighing up to 160 pounds, 
and there is enough rebound damp- 
ing to keep the bike in a straight line 
afterwards. But even a 155-pound 
rider could easily get the back end to 
bottom; sometimes harshly even on 
the stiffest preload setting. When it

did, it would create a loud metallic 
"thunk," but we could never detect 
any resultant damage. The back just 
plain works, and the rider can feel it 
working, thanks to over six inches of 
travel. 

The front fork works well, too — 
damping is very progressive and 
smooth. Dropping the front wheel 
off rocks and logs doesn't produce a 
sharp jolt through the rider's arms 
and shoulders. Both the front and 
back ends are stable over loose and 
rocky terrain. When the fork hits a 
good-sized rock, it smoothly absorbs 
the impact and will maintain a 
straight line over the rock. Very rarely 
would the front end dive to the side 
over rocks or while crossing front- 
wheel-length ditches. 

The TY is incredibly narrow, 
especially at the tank/seat junction; 
because of the single shock set-up, 
the rear portion of the Yamaha is 
even slimmer than most trialers. This 
makes the TY very maneuverable — 
when making a descent, it is easy for 
the rider to transfer weight over the 
rear fender. It's easy for the rider to 
just maintain constant pressure on 
the TY between his legs and slide 
back; there are no obstacles to hinder 
the transition, backwards or fore- 
wards. There is no drop off from the 
seat to the rear fender, and the tail- 
light is mounted far enough back to 
stay out of the rider's way. Some- 
times, if the rider gets far enough 
back, the silencer can be felt, but it 
doesn't cause any problems. 

The narrow design and excellent 
forks combine to make the TY a 
turner. At slow speeds, it can cut a 
very tight corner around rocks and

obstacles precisely. The front end 
doesn't have any tendancy to over- 
steer when it hits a bump or ridge, 
but we did run into a few occassions 
when the fork and handlebars went 
into a full-lock position causing a 
quick dab. This problem is inevit- 
able for trials bikes, because they 
must have a tight turning radius, but 
at least on the Yamaha, the oversteer 
problem is easy to live with. 

Wheelieing the TY over boulders, 
water-crossings and logs is simple to 
do. It takes a slight tug on the han- 
dlebars and a healthy twist of the 
wrist to get the front wheel straight 
up in the air. 

Both front and rear brakes are rea- 
sonably strong, and they have good 
feel. Because of the heavy flywheel 
effect, though, there is enough engine 
braking power that the rear brake is 
hardly needed. When riding in 
streams, water will find its way to the 
brake shoes; when this happens, brak- 
ing power is reduced, and the brakes 
squeak hideously until the shoes 
dry out, which doesn't take too long. 

The Michelin tires are excellent — 
they stick to rocks whether wet or dry, 
and hook up well on hard-packed or 
loamy dirt — the knobbies are soft 
and pliable. But we still didn't notice 
any premature wear. 

The bar/peg relationship is com- 
fortable — the seat and handlebars 
are low and the footpegs are high. 
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The footpegs fold, and when they get 
folded up and buried in the dirt dur- 
inga crash, dirt gets packed in between 
the peg and peg stop, and the peg 
won't return to a level position. It 
takes a screwdriver to chisel the dirt 
out. 

We managed to drop the TY more 
times than we would like to talk 
about, but nothing broke on the bike. 
The fenders are flexible and never 
cracked, but the scratches in the white 
plastic get filled up with dirt and that 
makes the TY look prematurely 
thrashed. The clutch lever bent one 
time, but we were able to bend it back 
to its original shape. The chromed 
handlebars held up to the abuse, but 
the grips started to wear out after a 
few rides. Even though we never 
smashed the gas tank, we are glad it's 
made out of plastic rather than fiber- 
glass or aluminum. Most European 
trialers have fiberglass gas tanks, 
which are very easy to damage, while 
TYs of yesteryears had aluminum 
tanks that would get scratched and 
dented in a hurry. The decals on the 
new TY have yet to fall off. 

Beside the transmission, there isn't 
anything to complain about — from 
the knobbies on up, the new TY350N 
is ultra trick with excellent suspen- 
sion and motor, and detailing is first 
rate. It's been an eight-year-long wait 
for the return of the TY, but it was 
worth every minute. . 
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8000 miles on BMWs commitment 
to the future

BMW. Inasurprisingly short period of time, 
this company has risen from a little-known 
engineering and manufacturing firm, to one 
of the largest and most respected motor 


vehicle producers in the world. 
In 1966, BMW launched a For- 
mula 2 Grand Prix auto racing 
effort, scoring impressive wins 
against more experienced and better- 
funded teams. For the past decade, 
vehicle production has registered 
double-digit percentage increases 
every year in succession. New manu- 
facturing facilities have been built, 
employing the latest in automated 
welding and production techniques. 
In 1983, BMW produced about 450,000 
vehicles — showing a greater produc- 
tion percentage gain than any motor 
vehicle manufacturer in the world. 

But while auto enthusiasts have 
become well acquainted with the 
engineering excellence of BMW, 
motorcycle enthusiasts have made do 
with occasional refinements to a 
long-outdated design, a motorcycle 
fundamentally unchanged since its 
introduction in 1923. By the mid-’70s, 
the fabled Boxer flat-twin engine had 
reached its peak: no more power 
could be extracted from the design 
without hindering reliability. Worse, 
frame and suspension technology 
developed in the Orient had resulted 
in bikes that eclipsed the BMW's 
handling abilities. 





At a corporate level, BMW was 


uncertain whether to commit the 
capital for a new motorcycle design 
and instead chose to defend the for- 
mat of their timeworn Boxer-twin. 
Motorcycle technology continued to 
advance . . . and BMW watched their 
share of the motorcycle market stead- 
ily diminish, 

Official corporate statements aside, 
BMW was well aware of the limita- 
tions of the flat-twin Boxer engine. 
Experimentation with the design had 
shown that only about 70 horsep- 
ower could be generated for reliable 
operation. With smog laws and noise 
limits entering the picture, 60 horse- 
power was a more realistic limit. 
BMW loyalists could make arguments 
for quality and durability, but the 
bottom line was that the one-liter 
Boxer engines made about as much 
power as contemporary half-liter 
engines. 

Though faced with producing out- 
dated motorcycles, the board of direc- 
tors at BMW was reluctant to discon- 
tinued motorcycle production. They 
felt that motorcycles gave the com- 
pany a sporting image, and ultimately 
enhanced the sales of their sports 
cars. The problem was that to main- 








tain such an image, and to remain 
viable in the market, an entirely new 
motorcycle had to be created. 

The year 1977 was pivotal in the 
history of BMW motorcycles; the 
question of whether to continue pro- 
duction was held in delicate balance. 
As a stop-gap measure, Hans Muth 
was commissioned to design the (then) 
controversial RS sport fairing, and 
the 1977 BMW R100 RS was thought 
by many to represent BMW’s swan 
song from motorcycle production. 

Unless, of course, a new engine 
and running gear could be quickly 
and economically designed. At the 
request of BMW’s board of directors, 
design engineers were challenged with 
creating a new motorcycle concept: a 
motorcycle that would be decidedly 
different from other offerings, while 
at the same time being immediately 
recognizable as a BMW. 

Regardless of the final configura- 
tion of the new engine, BMW was 
concerned with how the world might 
perceive such a new motorcycle. After 
all, with the motorcycle division 
accounting for less than five percent 
of BMW's vehicle production, image 
was the only consideration. The new 
bike had to have a distinct personal- 
ity: not to be mistaken as an effort to 
copy or compete with other brands. 
In the words of Karl Gerlinger, Mar- 
keting Manager for BMW Motorrad 
GmBH:"... BMW’s success depends 
on a certain extent to its exclusive- 
ness. Itis clear that a manufacturer is 
no longer exclusive with a trans- 
versely-mounted four-cylinder inline 
engine, or with a four-cylinder V- 
engine. These designs are now among 
the mass-producers’ standard offer- 
ings.” 

Whatever the merits of the chosen 
engine, the resulting motorcycle had 





to be — above all else — different. 

Since the Boxer was out, BMW’s 
engineering department was given a 
clean sheet of paper for the engine 
design. BMW experimented with 
various configurations, and in late 
1977 BMW engineer Josef Fritzen- 
wenger hit on the idea of an in-line 
four mounted longitudinally and 
parallel to the ground. The idea 
offered the theoretical advantages of 
mass centralization and a low center 
of gravity. More importantly, an in- 
line four could employ existing BMW 
automotive technology, thereby trim- 
ming engineering and development 
costs. 

To test the concept, a Peugeot 104 
automotive engine was experimental- 
ly fitted in a motorcycle frame. This 
engine was designed to be mounted 
horizontally, is fairly short and com- 
pact, and sports a lightweight alum- 
inum engine block. This cobbled-up 
test bed proved the viability of the 
K100 concept, and prototype SOHC 
engines were tried, with displacements 
ranging up to 1300cc. 

In February, 1979, the board of 
directors of BMW AG gave the final 
nod to the K100 project, and laid out 
specific design objectives for the new 
motorcycle. The machine was to 
provide a comfortable platform for 
relaxed touring, while affording a 
sporty enough package for an occa- 
sional ride on the racetrack. The new 
motorcycle was to be lightweight, 
easy to ride, and docile enough for 
daily use in city traffic. The horse- 
power target was set at 90 bhp, and 
the machine was to be capable of 11 
second quarter-mile times. 

These were tall orders. Martin 
Probst, who had co-designed the 
engines for BMW's Formula 2 auto 
racing effort, was assigned to oversee

Unfortunately for the competition, Team Suzuki isn't about to sign any-truce agreements. 
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the creation of the powerplant that 
would meet these goals. Probst’s rac- 
ing background is unmistakable in 
the design of the production engine; 
the SOHC layout was an early casualty 
in his quest for power. 

With all the careful consideration 
spent on the nature of the new BMW 
motorcycle engine, it’s not surpris- 
ing that this powerplant is the cen- 
terpiece of the K100. 

In the simplest terms, the engine is 
a liquid-cooled, DOHC inline four, 
mounted horizontally with the 
cylinder head on the left side of the 
motorcycle. The crankshaft runs 
longitudinally, and is mounted to 
the right of the bike’s centerline to 
maintain overall balance. The crank 
is forged steel, and is supported along 
its length by five main bearings. 
Seven of the crank webs are forged as 
counterbalance weights, with the 
eighth web machined as a gear to 
drive the clutch and secondary shaft. 
Unique to the K100 is that the crank- 
shaft is fully accessible after remov- 
ing the right side engine cover. The 
crank, main and rod bearings can all 
be serviced with the engine installed 
in the frame. 

Forged steel connecting rods link 
the crankshaft to the pistons, run- 
ning in plain bearings at both ends. 
Piston bore is 67mm, with a stroke of 
70mm to make the engine slightly 
undersquare. The relatively small 
piston bore was chosen for two rea- 
sons: First, the undersquare small- 
bore/long-stroke engine is inherently 
torquey at very low rpm — a charac- 
teristic long associated with BMW. 
Second, the small bore means the 
engine can be more compact: an 
important consideration with the 
longitudinal engine orientation. 
BMW was serious about engine 
dimensions: even the cylinder walls 
are “Siamesed” together as a unit 
casting within the engine block. 
There’s no room for larger pistons 
with this design, and the K100 engine 
in production today will never grow 
beyond 1000cc. As with the recent 
Boxer engines, the K100 does not use 
cast iron sleeves in aluminum cylin- 
ders. Instead, the aluminum cylinder 
walls are lined with BMW's Scanimet 
(nickel-silicon carbide) coating. 


Since the K100 engine was envisi- 
oned as a torquey and (relatively) 
low-revving powerplant, it's not too 
surprising that BMW opted for a 
conservative two-valve cylinder head. 
Standard poppet valves measure 
34mm on the intake side, and 28mm 
on the exhaust. Valves are actuated 
by shim-adjusted bucket tappets rid- 
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ing against double overhead cam- 


shafts. Valve adjustment shims are 
on top of the tappets, and a special 
tool facilitates shim removal without 
removing the camshafts. The cam- 
shafts are chain-driven by a sprocket 
on the front end of the crankshaft, 
and the roller chain is continually 
adjusted by a hydraulic tensioner 
operated by a light spring and engine 
oil pressure. 

In spite of the simple valve layout, 
the K100 features a contemporary 
cylinder head. Viewed from the side, 
the intake valves are positioned 
slightly forward of the exhaust valves, 
promoting a swirl to the intake mix- 


ture for improved combustion. The' 


combustion chamber itself is roughly 
D-shaped, with a generous squish 
area to promote turbulence during 
the compression stroke. The spark 
plug is located towards the center of 
the combustion chamber for optimal 
flame propagation. The end result of 
all this combustion engineering is 
that the K100 will digest crummy 
regular-grade gasoline — while run- 
ning a respectable 10.5:1 compres- 
sion ratio. 

Controlling the combustion mix- 
ture is the electronic fuel injection 
system, a variant of the proven Bosch 
LE-Jetronic unit used on many Euro- 
pean autos. An electric fuel pump, 
located within the aluminum gas 
tank, supplies fuel at a constant pres- 
sure to four injection nozzles (one per 
cylinder). The volume of the pump 
actually far exceeds what the engine 
can use, with the excess fuel cascaded 
back into the gas tank. This constant 
fuel flow minimizes heat build-up at 
the injection nozzles and prevents 
vapor-lock within the injection 
system. 

Sensors are employed to determine 
the temperature of the intake air, 
temperature of the engine, quantity 
of intake air, and engine speed. This 
information is fed into the fuel injec- 
tion computer, mounted under the 
seat. The computer processes input 
from the sensors to determine the 
timing and duration of the fuel deliv- 
ery from the injection nozzles, which 
spray into the individual intake mani- 
folds. 

This same computer is part of the 
electronic ignition system, featuring 
electronic (not mechanical) rpm- 
derived spark advance. An electronic 
vacuum sensor in the intake tract is 
also linked to the spark advance, pro- 
viding a vacuum-advance function to 
the system. In addition, this computer 
prevents the engine from over-revving. 
If theengine speed reaches 8600 rpm,

the ignition timing is retarded to 6? 
BTDC, effectively reducing engine 
power. Should the rider ignore the 
power drop and insist on burying the 
tach, the fuel injection computer shuts 
off the injection nozzles at 8750 rpm. 
Exhaust is routed through a four- 
into-one system constructed of stain- 
less steel. The muffler has a curious 
rectangular profile, and is mounted 
on the left side of the motorcycle. A 
black steel heat shield runs the full 
length of the muffler to prevent 
burned shoes and ankles. Interesting 
about the K100 is that if a turbo- 
charger were mounted just aft of the 
cylinder block, the intake feed could 
be routed directly to the top of the 
engine — resulting in the shortest 
turbo exhaust and intake tract in the 
industry. Now you don’t suppose 
that BMW is . . . Naw, couldn't be! 


Power output from the engine is 
via a dry, single-disc, diaphragm- 
spring clutch mounted in a forged 
aluminum basket. The front of the 
clutch sports a spring-loaded damper 
to cushion the engine against the 
shock of downshifting. As with the 
old Boxer-bikes, the clutch is cable 
activated, progressive and easy to 
control, and has a very light clutch 
pull. 


The transmission of the K100 owes 
its heritage to the Boxers that pre- 
ceeded it. Both are three shaft, five- 
speed units virtually indentical in 
layout and design (and in fact were 
both designed for BMW by the Ger- 
man engineering firm Getrag). To 
make the K100 as light as possible, 
the selector drum and the shift forks 
are both made of aluminum alloy. 
While adequate for normal street use, 
powershifting and other dragstrip 
antics are bad business with the K100. 
In spite of the few extra ounces of 
weight, forged steel may have been a 
better choice for the shift forks. 

From the transmission, power is 
routed through a universal joint toa 
feature synonymous with the BMW 
marque: shaft drive. Like the R80 
G/S and the R80 ST, the K100 
employs a single-sided swingarm. (A 
side note for the nit-picky: the K100 
has a swingarm, where most motor- 








cycles employ aswinging fork — fork 
describing a two-pronged suspension 
component. This distinction may gain 
significance with the advent of hub- 
center steering; a design that employs 
a swingarm in the front suspension.) 
Unlike that on the 800cc Boxers, the 
swingarm of the K-bike is made 
entirely of cast aluminum, with ribs 
cast along its length to resist tor- 
sional loads. The swingarm pivots in 
tapered roller bearings mounted 
directly on the back of the transmis- 
sion housing. Therefore, the drive 
train of the BMW K100 — from the 
front of the engine to the rear wheel 
— is a rigidly bolted-together assem- 
bly made of massive cast-aluminum 
components. 


Since the rear wheel fits onto a 
swingarm, changing the rear tire 
couldn't be easier. Four bolts attach 
the hub directly onto the ring gear of 
the final drive. More importantly, the 
rear disc brake is mounted inboard of 
the wheel, and need not be disturbed 
for tire changing. Simply centerstand 
the bike, remove four bolts, and roll 
the wheel out from under the fender. 
No more leaving the caliper dan- 
gling by its hose, or pounding axles 
out with greasy screwdrivers. 

With an integrated and rigid drive 
line, the engine acts as a frame com- 
ponent and the need for strength in 
the motorcycle frame is greatly re- 
duced. In fact, the frame need only 
locate and support the steering head, 
support the seat, and provide a mount 
for the gas tank. As a result, the 
stressed-member frame of the K100 is 
an abbreviated four-legged tubular 
steel structure that hunches over the 
top of the engine — weighing in at 
less than 25 Ibs. 

The K100's front suspension is lit- 
tle changed from the traditional tele- 
scopicforks found on the Boxer twins. 
New for the K100 is an aluminum 
upper triple clamp (the old Boxers 
used a stamped steel plate to locate 
the tops of the fork tubes), and an 
oversize front axle to minimize flex. 
Conspicuously absent are any form 
of fork brace, spring preload or 
damping adjustments, or any form of 
anti-dive system. BMW claims to have 
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BMW opted for the simplicity afforded by a two-valve combustion cham- 
ber. Intake valve is 34mm, exhaust is 28mm. 





experimented with these modern front 
suspension features, and, unlike other 
manufacturers, found them to be un- 
necessary. À curious detail is that the 
front brake hydraulic system is routed 
through the steering stem; should 
different handlebars be fitted to the 
K100, only the length of hose between 
the master cylinder and the steering 
stem need be replaced. On the other 
hand, this means that greasing the 
steering head bearings involves drain- 
ing and bleeding the front brakes. 
For instrumentation, the K100 
sports traditional analog (dial) gauges 
for the speedo and tach — though 
both are electronically triggered. 
Liquid crystal displays are provided 
for the clock and gear position indi- 
cator. Warning lights are used to 
monitor engine temperature, battery 
charging and oil pressure. Other 
handy lights signal when the choke is 
engaged, and whether the brake light 
is burned out. Not so handy are the 
fuel warning lights: a bright yellow 
light to indicate seven liters remain-

ing, and a bright red one when the 
tank is down to four liters. At night, 
these lights are nearly blinding, caus- 
ing a real distration from the road. 
Word is that the 1986 model K100 
will have an LCD gauge for the fuel 
level. In the meantime, several re- 
sourceful owners have wired up a 
rheostat to dim the fuel lights for 
nighttime riding. 

BMW has always been fond of 
strange handlebar switches. In the 
1970s, not only were the switches lo- 
cated in unusual positions; they were 
festooned with cryptic "international" 
markings (meaning you couldn't 
figure them out . . . regardless of the 
language you spoke). In 1979 that 
practice was abandoned, and the con- 
trol switches were changed to con- 
form to those found on other motor- 
cycles. With the introduction of the 
K100 they're back at it again — this 
time with switches designed by the 
automotive studies team from the 
Technical Institute of Aachen, West 
Germany. The right turn signal is a

push button on the right handlebar, 
with the left signal activated by 
another button on the left handlebar. 
Cancelling the signals is achieved by 
lifting theright thumb, and honking 
the horn by lifting the left thumb. 
These controls take some getting used 
to, to say the least. 


Living with a K100 

BMWs have long been exempt from 
direct comparisons with other motor- 
cycles. Everybody knows the old Boxer 
twins were down on power, had sus- 
pensions and handling that was 
decidedly behind the times, and that 
the bikes bristled with curious engi- 
neering quirks left over from the Old 
Days. To be sure, the old Boxers still 
enjoy a loyal following; riders who 
love the machines at face value, and 
are willing to accept their peculiari- 
ties and shortcomings. 

But the days of patronizing excuses 
are over. While the Boxer was a blat- 
ant hold-over from the past, the 
introduction of the K100 is a com- 
mitment to the future. BMW has 
invested seven years of R&D work, 
and over $200 million putting the 
K100 into production. The buck stops 
here; the K100 is a contemporary 
motorcycle, and demands to be judged 
by contemporary standards. 

Quality and finish of the new 
machine are well up to BMW's 
legendary standards. Welds are clean 
and precise. All nuts, bolts and fas- 
teners are lavishly plated, and didn't 
show the slightest hint of corrosion 
in the course of our eight month, 
8,000 mile test. In fact, at one point 
the Cycle News test garage was full, 
and the K100 spent about two months 
parked in an editor's backyard. After 
that exposure, a thorough washing 
revealed that nothing had corroded 
or deteriorated in any way. Even more 
impressive is that the aluminum sur- 
faces of the engine, transmission and 
swingarm aren't covered with the 
plastic coating found on most motor- 
cycles. In spite of months of neglect, 
these bare metal surfaces retained 
their brand-new appearance; looking 
like they'd just left the foundry. 

Throw a leg over the seat, dial on 
the choke, click on the ignition and 
the K100 will start instantly — soon 
settling down to a smooth idle: The 
choke is necessary only for stone-cold 
starts, and can be dialed off as soon as 
the engine is running — a testimony 
to the effectiveness of the fuel injec- 











tion computer. 

However, if the K100 was parked 
on its sidestand, the rider will soon be 
engulfed in a cloud of blue oil smoke. 
Since the engine is horizontally 
oriented, when the bike is on the 
sidestand the cylinders are actually 
pointed downhill. Over a period of 
time, oil drains down the cylinder 
walls, leaks past the rings, and pools 
in the combustion chamber. The basic 
ring design may be at fault; the one- 
piece oil control rings on the K100 
pistons are skinny and weak when 
compared to the three-piece oil con- 
trol rings in other motorcycle engines. 
BMW claims that this problem was 
restricted to only the first few produc- 
tion K100s (our test bike was frame 
number five!) . . . butall K100 owners 
are familiar with this smoking 
tendency. 

While we're on the topic of pis- 
tons, there's another interesting con- 
sideration to the K100 design. With 
the horizontally-oriented engine, the 
K100 powerplant holds the promise 
of one of the easiest motorcycles to 
service. The crankshaft, bearings, rods 
and pistons can all be removed/re- 
paired/serviced/replaced while the 
engine is mounted in the frame. 
Except . . . the cylinder walls, which 
are cast as part of the engine block, 
and are treated with the Scanimet 
coating. As a result, the cylinders 
can't be overbored, honed, or serviced 
in any way. If one of the cylinder 
walls is damaged — a ring cracks, 
wrist pin or circlip comes loose, a 
valve head breaks off, a screw is dig- 
ested through the intake tract — the 
entire engine block must be replaced. 

Once warmed up and underway, 
the K100 engine proves torquey (for 
an inline engine), tractable and has a 
very wide powerband. Surprisingly, 
the K100 vibrates; with the same kind 
of “tingly” high-frequency vibration 
that BMW loyalists used to associate 
with Japanese motorcycles. The vibra- 
tion is present throughout the power- 
band, diminishing only slightly at 
the upper revs. 

Checking with several local BMW 
dealers, apparently this vibration can 
be minimized through careful tuning 
of the fuel injection system. Early 
K100s had a problem with excessive 
(close to intolerable) vibration at the 
footpegs, which can be improved 
with a new set of retrofit rubber foot- 
peg bushings. Currently, the RS and 
RT versions of the K100 emp:oy rub- 
ber front engine mounts to cushion

their fairings against high-frequency 
engine vibration — and therefore are 
smoother than a standard K100. Ulti- 
mately, an engine counterbalancer 
(as used by Kawasaki and Yamaha in 
their stressed- member frame designs) 
would solve the vibration problem 
rather than rubber-mask it. 

By modern bike standards, main- 
tenance on a K100 is easy. All com- 
ponents necessary for servicing are 
well out in the open; the gas tank 
needs to be removed only for chang- 
ing the air cleaner. With a small col- 
lection of valve shims and the corres- 
ponding shim tool, there's no reason 
that the average weekend tinkerer 
couldn't handle all the maintenance 
necessary for the K100. 

However, in our case, the K100 
coped well with lack of service. In the 
course of 8000 miles, the oil was 
changed once. That's it. The bike 
received none of the routine servicing 
called for in the owner's manual, 
other than daily inspections and an 
occasional check of the tire pressures. 
There are no excuses, and this sort of 
neglect is not recommended — but 
our test bike didn't seem to mind. 

How well did BMW achieve their 
performance goals for the K100? 
According to BMW, the horsepower 
is right up there: 85.5 bhp @ 8000 
rpm. When subjected to the quarter 
mile clocks of Carlsbad Raceway, the 
K100 was a handful, with a grabby 
clutch complicating a high-rpm 
launch. In the end, the K100 turned 
in a best time of 12.12 @ 111 mph — 
close to the 11-second bracket desired 
by BMW's board of directors. 

Early in the test, we ran the K100 
on the racetrack at Willow Springs. 
The bike was stable, predictable and 
handled well. Our rider described the 
bike as having a taut, cohesive feel 
equalled by few other motorcycles. 
But on the track, the bike simply ran 
out of power, and with the K100's 
modest top speed the lap times were 
slow. Speaking of speed, the K100's 
speedometer indicated 30 mph for an 
acutal 27.98 mph, and indicated 60 
mph for an actual 57.5 mph. 

Off the track, the engine does pro- 
duce passable horsepower — about 
the same as a 1979 Suzuki GS1000 
(another two-valve, one-liter in-line 
four) The torquey nature of the 
engine makes the bike easy to live 
with, and will be appreciated by rid- 
ers who are reluctant to downshift 
before accelerating. But while it will 
perform well in a top gear roll-on, 
the K100 will be left far behind in a 





contemporary 900-1100cc four- 
cylinder motorcycle. 

Shifting is another issue — not 
that the K100 is bad, but that other 
motorcycles are better. It's easy to 
come up with false neutrals between 
the gears; our test unit had a particu- 
larly bad notch between fourth and 
fifth gears. Clutch engagement is 
smooth and sure, and (the real) neu- 
tral is easy to locate. Driveline lash is 
commendably small, and with the 
precision of the fuel injection system 
the K100 responds precisely to throt- 
tle input. 

Gas mileage was average for a 
motorcycle in this displacement class. 
Combined commuting, steady-speed 
freeway work and occasional blasts 
down back roads returned mileage 
figures in the low 40s. One wildly 
illegal triple-digit dash across the 
desert netted a predictable 32 mpg 
figure. On the rare occasion of a 
steady 55 mph cruise, fuel consump- 
tion would nudge the 50 mpg mark. 
While the 5.8 gallon tank gives the 
K100 a calculated 240 mile range, the 
fuel warning lights burn menacingly 
at the 150 mile mark, encouraging 
the rider to tank up or go blind. 

Overall handling? The K100 car- 
ries its weight down low, which 
should make the bike feel light and 
nimble. Not so. First of all, the K100 
is tall: with a 31.9 inch saddle height, 
it's a long way to the ground. For 
whatever combination of reasons, the 
K100 feels like a tall and ponderous 
motorcycle. While the latest crop of 
mega-bikes feel lighter and more agile 
than they actually are, the K100 feels 
like a very heavy 500-pound motor- 
cycle. 

With the weight low and forward, 
and with the 18-inch front tire, the 
K100 steers slowly by contemporary 
standards. Cornering becomes a deci- 
sive act: where other machines are 
quick and effortless, almost flighty 
in cornering, the K100 is stable and 
responds solely to rider input. While 
some motorcycles inspire confidence 
and encourage riders to extend their 
abilities, the K100 is docile and pas- 
sive. When pushed hard it will per- 
form. At other times, it is the two- 
wheeled incarnation of milque-toast. 

In the course of 8000 miles, wedigd 
little trouble with the K100. Incredi- 
bly, the stock rear tire is still in fine 
shape — after 8000 miles of commut- 
ing service, with a dragstrip and race- 
track session thrown in. The electri- 
cally-triggered speedometer developed 
an intermittent connection, which 








towards zero. Also in the electrical 
department, the starter solenoid gave 
up the ghost around the 7000 mile 
mark, and we learned the K100 was 
easy to bump-start in second gear. 
The rear shock was worn out within 
5000 miles, allowing the K100 to 
bounce through several cycles when 
hitting a bump or clearing railroad 
tracks. Handling precision dimi- 
nished as the miles rolled up, due to 
the loss of rear shock damping. 

The rear view mirrors could stand 
to be larger. As it is, the standard 
K100 has a huge blind spot over the 
rider's right shoulder; in fact, big 
enough to hide an entire car. The 
wide handlebars and general-purpose 
nature of the K100 would make larger 
mirrors an easy step — one that 
would enhance safety without con- 
sequence to styling. 

Our test bike was a standard model 
K100, but perhaps the most signifi- 
cant of the K100's teething problems 
has appeared on the fully-faired RS 
and RT versions. On these bikes, the 
fuel tank is shrouded from direct air 
flow. All K100s feature an aluminum 
gas tank, and the bottom of the tank 
is subjected to a blast of heat thrown 
off by the radiator. The aluminum 
then conducts this heat throughout 
the surface of the gas tank. As a result, 
ona hot day thetank quickly becomes 
too hot to touch. For a summer ride 
across the desert, the rider must phys- 
ically prop his legs away from the 
tank. This isn't a minor complaint; 
BMW is well award of the problem, 
and is currently experimenting with 
an aluminum-lined asbestos heat 
shield under the gas tank. 

While on the topic of the gas tank, 
the K100 gas cap latches down into a 
recess in the top of the tank. This 
design is handy when fitting a tank 
bag, but water can accumulate in this 
recess when riding in the rain. Pop 
the cap open when the recess is full, 
and several ounces of water will drain 
directly into the tank. A redesigned 
cap is on the drawing boards for next 
year. 

Few motorcycles have spent so 
much time in the development stages, 
and few have been so eagerly awaited 
by motorcycle enthusiasts. But over- 
all, one word sums up the K100 expe- 
rience: unremarkable. In the final 
analysis, BMW has gone to great 
lengths to create a motorcycle with 
average handling, a tall seat, a buzzy 
engine with only moderate power, 
and a notchy but workable transmis- 
sion. The Brembo disc brakes pro- 
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good progressive feel — as do all 
modern motorcycles equipped with 
Brembo brakes. Comfort is accepta- 
ble, the seating position is okay, and 
the control layout is awkward but 
passable. 

Of course, this is only the first 
model year for the K100. The major- 
ity of the R&D money went into pro- 
ducing the engine/transmission/ 
swingarm package, a patented unit 
that BMW calls the Compact Drive 
System. With an engine couter- 
balancer and an improved trans- 
mission, this package could be the 
equal of anything on the market. 
With a lower seat height, an adjust- 
able suspension and an effective anti- 
dive front suspension, the K100 might 
fulfill the promise of being a dazzling 
new motorcycle. As it is, BMW has 
spent seven years and a ton of 
money . . . tocreate a motorcycle that 
is about five years behind the times. 
Performance, handling, comfort and 
quarter mile times are all comparable 
to Japanese motorcycles circa 1979. 

With a suggested retail price of 
$5995, there's no arguing that the 
K100 isa pricey motorcycle. For those 
who judge motorcycles by the quality 
of their materials and the craftsman- 
ship of their construction, the K100 
has few peers. 

But there are other considerations 
for BMW motorcycles. First of all, a 
dedicated dealer network is in place, 
with parts and special service tools 
already in stock. In a touring context, 
this minimizes the chances of getting 
stranded in the middle of Nowhere, 
Nebraska, waiting for a back-ordered 
alternator blivit (or whatever). BMW 
motorcycles are backed by the best 
warranty in the business: three years, 
unlimited mileage. To own a BMW 
motorcycle is to join a unique frater- 
nity: to be welcomed to BMW rallies 
held throughout the world, and to 
share and exchange information with 
other BMW enthusiasts. And BMW 
owners are, as a group, the most 
enthusiastic enthusiasts in all of 
motorcycling. 

To sum it up, the K100 will not 
appeal to all riders. It certainly won't 
attract the serious sport rider in search 
of the latest multi-megaton weapon 
to do battle in motorcycling's hor- 
sepower wars. Nor is it intended to. 
BMW has created a taut, precise han- 
dling, reliable and easy-to-ride 
machine; a gentleman's motorcycle 
— just like the Boxer twins that pre- 
ceeded it. Maybe BMW motorcycles 
are exempt from direct comparisions 
after all... e

Brad Lackey's 
championship 
training 
program

This and future installments are excerpted from Championship Training, 
featuring Brad Lackey, by Brad's personal trainer, Dean Miller, and Len Weed. 
All first person comments are by Dean Miller. 

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as much an art form as it isa science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It's part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It's putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 


something that works better. 


Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted. Differing views, where applicable, will be men- 
tioned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 





Cold weather tips 

D Respect the wind-chill factor — 
a combination of ambient temp- 
erature and wind velocity. Keep 
the skin covered to avoid drain- 
ing body heat needlessly. (A 
significant amount of body heat 
is lost warming cold air after 
inhalation.) 

O Acclimatize, if possible. 

D Guard against hypothermia, a 
drop in internal body tempera- 
ture. Hypothermia can kill. A 
one-degree drop in body temper- 
ature slurs the speech. A two- 
degree drop makes the fingers 
numb and induces shivering. A 
three-degree drop can turn the 
legs to rubber and a four-degree 
drop can affect the senses and 
reasoning ability. Anyone sus- 
pected of suffering from hypo- 
thermia should be put in dry 
clothes and warmed rapidly. 

O Keep extremities warm to guard 
against frostbite, the damage of 
body tissue by freezing. Severe 
frostbite can permanently dam- 
age the fingers or toes and may 
even require amputation. Place 
the affected hands or feet in hot 
water (100 to 108 degrees) until 
they thaw. Preserve body heat 
with blankets to improve circu- 
lation. 

O Layer clothing, if possible. Air 
trapped between layers is an 
excellent insulator. Remove lay- 
ers when you anticipate burning 
more energy. Add layers during 
periods of reduced activity. 

O Keep the head warm. Wool caps 
offer excellent cold weather 
protection. 

O Keep the skin as dry as possible to 
retain core body heat. Remove 
wet clothing as soon as possible. 

O Wear cotton against the skin to 
absorb sweat. 





D Consider woolen garments as 
middle or outerwear. Wool, be- 
cause it dries from the inside out, 
helps body insulation. 
O Keep down garments dry. A water- 
repellent out layer preserves 
down's ability to preserve body 
warmth. 
D Consider a breathing wind- 
breaker that prevents water pene- 
tration while allowing sweat to 
evaporate through the pores of 
the material. Traditional wind- 
breakers block air flow and induce 
sweating. 
O Favor a high carbohydrate diet. 
This assures sufficient fuel for 
the working muscles as the body 
burns more fuel to keep itself 
warm. 
O Avoid alcohol. Not only is it a 
depressant, but its use accelerates 
heat loss by widening blood ves- 
sels near the skin surface. While 
the alcohol drinker may feel 
warmer, he actually subjects his 
fingers and toes to increased frost- 
bite risk because he becomes less 
sensitive to danger signals. 
Alcohol can also make the user 
less aware of warning signals of 
injury. 
O Keep moving. 
Treatment 

With any injury, if you're unde- 
cided about seeing a doctor, see one. 
For other injuries, let your trainer (if 
you have one) advise and treat you or 
treat the injury yourself. Use the 
RICE method for most minor injuries. 


The RICE method 

(1) Rest. 

(2) Ice. 

(3) Compression. 

(4) Elevation. 

Rest. Prevent any further stress or 
pressure on the injured area. Use 
crutches or a sling, if necessary. 





Ice. Theapplication of ice narrows 
blood vessels in the immediate area. 
This reduces internal bleeding and 
swelling which can retard the heal- 
ing process. Icing also relaxes muscle 
in the injured area and reduces pain 
by slowing nerve activity. 

Apply ice with an ice bag or towel 
for the first 48 to 72 hours after the 
injury. Don't ice the skin directly. An 
elastic bandage can be used to hold 
the ice in place. Alternate time periods 
with and without ice. 

Each icing session should last about 
20 minutes. At first the skin will feel 
cold, perhaps painful, then begin to 
tingle and get warmer. Eventually it 
will redden and then feel numb. 
Remove the ice upon numbness to 
protect the skin. 

Ice massage is a recent variation. 
As its name implies, the injured area 
is massaged with ice wrapped in a 
towel for up to 10 minutes or until 
numbness occurs. 

Generally, after 48 to 72 hours, a 
switch from ice to heat is recom- 
mended to stimulate blood flow which 
increases delivery of oxygen and nut- 
rients needed for repair and healing. 
Heat also tends to relax the muscles. 
Wet heat seems to be the most effec- 
tive. Analgesic balms are probably of 
limited value because they do not 
provide deep heat. They may also 
irritate the skin. 

I personally avoid using heat after 
the 72-hour period because studies 
show that cold penetrates deeper into 
tissue than heat. I continue icing past 
the 72-hour period, if necessary, until 
the pain and sweeling are gone. I feel 
the automatic, natural warming that 
follows the removal of ice is more 
effective at delivering the healing 
chemicals and nutrients in the blood. 

Cryokinetic therapy incorporates 
stretching and movement of the 
injured area preceded and followed 
by icing. For example, with a sprained 
ankle, the area is iced until it is red and 
numb, then exercised to prevent 
atrophy and to aid recovery of range 
of motion. Positioning the ankle so it 
doesn't bear any weight allows it to 
be moved up and down, pointing the 
toes, without stressing the injured 
area. 

Compression. Wrapping an injury 
snugly reduces possible swelling. 
Icing causes the heart to increase cir- 
culation (for warmth) so compression 
is needed to deter swelling in the 
injured area. 

Elevation. Raising the injured area 
recruits gravity to help reduce blood 
flow to the injured area and bleeding 
into healthy tissue. 

Curling a weight requires flexion 
and extension activity by the involved 
muscles. These, however, are not the 
only roles played by various muscles: 

O Flexion. A flexor muscle moves 
two connecting bones toward 
each other. 

D Extension.An extensor muscle 
straightens the alignment of two 
connecting bones. 

O Abduction. An abductor muscle 
moves a limb away from the cen- 
ter of the body. 

O Adduction.An adductor muscle 
moves a limb toward the center of 
the body. 

O Rotation. A rotator muscle turns 
a bone in a circular motion at its 
joint. 

Some muscles serve more than one 
function. For example, the thigh 
muscles straighten the leg at the knee 
(knee extension) and bend the upper 
leg (hip flexion) toward the body. 

The ability of a limb to move in 
various directions depends upon joint 
shape and connective tissue. For 
example, the shoulder joint allows a 
variety of motion in different planes 
while the knee joint is restrictive. A 
knee joint with the same variety of 





motion as the shoulder would com- 
plicate standing or walking. 


Injury prevention and hot 
weather suggestions 
Avoiding and minimizing injury 
An athlete should always be aware 
of injury potential during condition- 
ing or competition. A healthy respect 
for rather than a fear of injury serves 
to motivate the conditioning that 
makes the body more injury resistant 
to sudden trauma. 

O Use appropriate protective equip- 
ment. Make sure that clothing 
and gear fits properly to assure 
both comfort and protection. 

D Warm up. Stretch and do sport- 
related movements. Adjust warm- 
ups to temperature. Warm up 
longer on colder days. Don't cool 
off completely during rest 
periods. 

O Consider taping your ankles, 
especially if they are injury- 
prone. Consider wearing a light- 
weight racing knee brace. 

O Avoid sudden moves, twists, 
stops, and jerks. Sudden stress is 
a major cause of injury, espe- 
cially before an athlete is fully 
warmed up or when he is fatigued 
late in competition. 

O Cool down before showering. 
Stretch tense, tired muscles. Walk 
around until sweating stops and 
your pulse rate lowers to within 
15 beats of normal. Activity after 
exertion helps reduce blood pool- 
ing in the extremities. Muscular 
contractions generally prevent or 
minimize blood pooling in the 
veins during exertion, but a sud- 
den stop of activity may allow 
blood to remain around the work- 
ing muscles. This accumulating 
blood can deprive the brain and 
heart of oxygen and also contri- 
bute to muscle soreness. (Some 
baseball pitchers have their arms 
massaged or “milked” after a 
game to relieve blood pooling.) 


O Set shower temperature no higher 
than body temperature, then pro- 
gressively lower it. Hot water 
enlarges blood vessels near the 
skin. The resulting accumulation 
of blood near the skin (plus poss- 
ible blood pooling in the limbs if 
the exerciser hasn't cooled down) 
can cause faintness or even an ir- 
regular heart beat if the brain and 
heart are deprived of too much 
oxygen. (In rare instances, fatali- 
ties have been attributed to hot 
showers after heavy exertion.) 

O Don't overtrain. This subjects the 
body to stresses it can't handle. 
You can overtrain by not resting 
enough between workouts as well 
as by doing too much when exer- 
cising. Make both exercise and 
rest compatible to your level of 
conditioning. Don't increase the 
work load too quickly. Don't 
increase intensity too quickly. 
Gradually work into new exer- 
cises, giving your body a chance 
to adapt to them. 

O Get plenty of sleep, seven to 10 
hours. Follow your body's sig- 
nals. The proper amount of rest 
allows the body to repair minor 
tissue damage. Sleep also affects 
mental freshness, alertness, and 
motivation. (The deep-sleep 
phase, the most beneficial for the 
body, is thought to be directly 
proportional to the energy ex- 
penditure during the day.) Avoid 
oversleeping. This creates slug- 
ish response. (Some studies 
suggest that oversleepers have a 
tendency to be higher risks for 
heart attacks and strokes.) 

O Maintain a balanced diet which 
includes servings from the four 
basic four groups. Include suffi- 
cient fluids. Make sure the diet 





has the proper high-carbohydrate 
content. 

D Acclimatize to the weather. Avoid 
air conditioning during the sum- 
mer. Dress properly for the tem- 
perature. Rises in body tempera- 
ture can led to dehydration, heat 
stroke, or heat exhaustion. A 
drop in body temperature in- 
creases the risk of injury of the 
muscles, tendons, ligaments, and 
bones. 

D Adjust your training program to 
compensate for and correct mus- 
cle imbalances, if necessary. 

D Beaware of any body abnormality 
which may require special con- 
sideration during conditioning 
and competition. 


Heat exhaustion 

Dehydration can also cause heat 
exhaustion, but this condition usu- 
ally takes several days to develop. 
Loss of body fluids is more gradual. 
Danger signs are weakness and tired- 
ness. Heat exhaustion is generally 
not a concern for any conditioned 
athlete aware of the need for proper 
hydration. Water or fruit juices are 
recommended to counter signs of 
heat exhaustion. 
Water intoxication 

Some individuals suffer from this 
ailment, brought on by drinking too 
much water, especially too much at 
one time. À mineral imbalance in 
fluids inside and outside the cells 
develops, causing the cells to enlarge. 
In the brain this swelling can cause 
headaches and, possibly, convulsions. 
Anyone subject to water intoxication 
should never drink more than two 
glasses of water without eating 
something. 


Hot weather tips 

D Acclimatize. Let your body get 
familiar with being hot and 
sweating heavily. Allow a cou- 
ple of weeks if possible. Wear 
extra layers of clothing, if neces- 
sary, to simulate hotter weather 
while training. 

O Wear clothing that blocks the sun's 
rays but allows evaporation of 
sweat on the skin. Avoid non- 
breathing rubberized or plastic 
clothing. Porous nylon is excel- 
lent. If possible, wear light- 
colored clothing because it re- 
flects sunlight better. 

D Remove wet clothing whenever 
possible. Wet clothing increases 
sweating. 

O Increase cardiovascular training 
for hot weather. The heart's work 
load is increased because it has to 
pump more blood toward the 
skin surface to help eliminate 
muscle heat. 

O Pace yourself. Heat reduces energy. 
Adjust your efforts accordingly. 

O Maintain high mineral intake. 
Potassium, essential for regula- 
tion of muscle temperature, must 
be replenished regularly because 
it is lost in sweat and urine. 

O Pre-hydrate. Drink generous 
amounts of fluids before compe- 
tition to increase the body's 
supply. This pre-hydration 
should begin the day before 
competition and continue the 
following morning. The Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association recom- 
mends about two and a half 
glasses of water about two hours 
before beginning exertion. This 
intake should be followed with 
another 14 to 17 ounces (about 
two glasses) 10 to 15 minutes 
before exertion. 

O Avoid athletic (electrolyte, 
glucose) replenishment drinks 
until after exertion begins. Re- 
search suggests that drinking 
them before exercise may influ-

RIVERSIDE, CA, MAR. 2-3 


Team Husqvarna’s Larry Roeseler added 
two more victories to his already long list of 
Viewfinders Grand Prix wins at Riverside 
International Raceway. This year — being 


the 17th annual Viewfinders 
GP (originally named the Great 
Bear GP) — saw Roeseler win 
the overall in the Sportsman 
class on Saturday, riding a 510TX 
Husky four-stroke, and the overall 
during Sunday’s Expert race on his 
250XC. "Everything went great,” said 
Roeseler reviewing Sunday's Expert 
race. “I started on the fifth row and 
began passing people left and right 
each lap, and I didn't crash. The 
track was great — I thought for sure it 
was going to be dusty, since it was so 
hot just a few days before. Instead it 
was perfect, there was no dust, the 
track was watered-down enough to 


make i it loamy the w hole race, and the 





straights weren't too long." 

However, Saturday's race, which 
featured the 125cc Experts and the 
Sportsman race, was somewhat marr- 
ed by strong winds, very cold temper- 
atures and slight drizzles from the 
ominous clouds above. For Roeseler, 
things didn't goas easily in the Sports- 
man race. “I had to start a few rows 
back and spent the whole race dicing 
back and forth with Bruce Ogilvie,” 
said Roeseler. “Then my front axle 
came loose near the end of the race 
while I was leading." 

In the 125cc Expert race, there was 
some confusion as to who had actu- 
ally won the race. During the first 
lap, the top six or so riders mis-read 


the course markers, and in doing so, 





some of them re-entered the track 
downstream. A talk with the race 
promoter, Bill McInnis a few days 
later, revealed that a few riders were 
disqualified, including the top two 
finishers — Todd Campbell and Keith 
Senn. This meant that the third-place 
finisher, Duane Summers — riding a 
Cagiva — won. 

Saturday 

At the start of the 125cc Expert 
race, Yamaha rider Mike Baker led 
for half of the 9.7-mile lap, then was 
passed by Campbell a turn before all 
the confusion started. “I blew the 
corner that Campbell got around 
me,” said Baker, “then we all got off 
course a few turns later. The only 
reason why I knew something was 
wrong, was that I rode a grand prix 
here a week before, and we started 
riding on the same course that we 
used, and I knew we weren't sup- 
posed to do that. So, as soon as I 
realized this, I stopped and went back 
where we went off and lost a bunch of 
positions. It was such a messIthought 
for sure they would restart the race. 

"What happened was, there was 
this berm we used last week, but 
today's track went straight over the 
berm and the banners lining the track 
were down, so theriders didn't realize 
they were supposed to go straight 
over the berm rather than turn.” This 
mishap put Baker back in sixth. 

“The banners were knocked down,” 
said Campbell, "and the second-, 
third, and fourth-place guys followed 
me around. I heard I might be dis- 
qualified, but I was later told by an 
official Sunday that I wouldn't be 
disqualified.” 

Nevertheless, the pack came around 
the first lap with Campbell and Senn 
way out in front. In third was Brian 
Truchinski, who was closely followed 
by Kawasaki rider Craig Canoy, John

Braasch Jr., Summers and Baker. 
Just after the scorer section, Baker 
headed down the long asphault sec- 
tion heading into turns one and then 
two, his Yamaha seized and the rear 
wheel locked up while he was tapped 
out in sixth gear. The bike started to 
fishtail, but he brought it under con- 
trol and save it. 

During the second lap, Canoy 
passed Truchinski, then Summers 
caught up and started to battle it out 
for fourth. The duel continued into 
the third lap, then Summers passed 
Truchinski and then Canoy, when he 
pitted. Campbell also took a sche- 
duled pit stop for refuelling and 
came around the next lap in second 
behind Summers, who waited another 
lap before pitting. After everyone had 
taken their first pit stop, the top posi- 
tions were Campbell, Senn, Summers, 
Canoy, Truchinski, Jay Stranger and 
Braasch. 

With a few laps remaining, Camp- 
bell enjoyed almost a 20 second lead 
that he put to good use — on the last 
lap, because his Kawasaki suffered a 
seizure. Campbell stopped for a few 
seconds and continued on to cross the 
checkered flag first. Senn was next 
around, followed by Summers. At 
this time, though, Summers has been 
declared as the official winner, 
according to McInnis. 

Over 100 riders signed up to do 
battle in the 250cc and Open Sports- 
man class, and it was a Roeseler/ 
Ogilvie show; both aboard four- 
strokes (Ogilvie riding a XR500 
Honda). “I started on the sixth row, 
and Ogilvie and I started to work our 
way up through the pack. By the 
second lap, I think we were about 
sixth, then by the third lap, we were 
first and second. For the next couple 
of laps, we went back and forth con- 
stantly until we pitted. Since we were 
both riding four-strokes, I wanted to 
pit the same time as Bruce, which we 
did on the fifth lap. I beat him out of 
the pits and held on to the lead ‘til the 
finish, but it got close. When theaxle 
got loose, the front end started to get a 
bit shakey in the straights and Bruce 
started gaining on me a little bit. I 
crossed the finish line about 10 to 15 
seconds ahead of him.” 

For the second year in a row, Sue 
Fish and her Yamaha were no contest 
in the Women's class — she led from 
start to finish to take the win. 
Sunday 

Roeseler's teammate, Dan Smith 
was favored to win Sunday's Expert 
race, mainly since he was riding an 
Open bike and was in the first row —

At the halfway point of the 100 
mile-long race, Roeseler had a com- 
fortable lead, while Ward had worked 
his way up to second. Campbell, who 
had raced the day before, started to 
get in on the act by taking over the 
third position. At the start of the race, 
Campbell's bike suffered a cold sei- 
zure, and he had to watch five rows of 
riders go by before he could continue. 
About a minute behind Campbell 
followed Ashcraft. 

At this point, Baker crashed, “I just 
got my arm out of a cast last week and 
it was still a little weak," said Baker. 
"I hit one of the mudholes, and since 
I wasa little bit tired from yesterday, I 
got pitched over the bars. After that, I

went back to the pits, got cleaned up 
and then just rode around the track.” 

Roeseler stretched his lead to about 
a: minute over Ward, who ended up 
having to pit for gas one time more 


than Roeseler. "I'd start catching 
him," said Ward, “and then have to 
pit, go back out and catch him and 
then pit again." On the eighth lap, 
Roeseler's lead had shrunk to about 
10 seconds over Ward. “I found the 
hot lines," said Ward, “and I started 
going a little bit better, and just 
stayed on the pipe." Ward eventually 
reeled-in and passed Roeseler. 

"Everybody told me I had a big 
lead," said Roeseler, “and then he 
passed me, so I didn't know if he was 
on the same lap with me or not." 

As the race neared the end, Camp- 
bell started to fade back, but sull 
holding on to third. “My hands just 
got so tired, I could hardly even hold 
on, or feel 'em," said Campbell. 

When the white flag came out, 
Ward maintained a few seconds lead 
on Roeseler. But instead of continu- 
ing down the track, Ward pulled into 
the pits for one last gas stop. “I 
thought he (Roeseler) was riding an 
Open bike," said Ward. “If I had 
know he was on a 250, I wouldn't 
have stopped." With Ward out of the 
way, Roeseler “just cruised around 
and finished out the last lap." 

At the finish it was Roeseler, Ward 
and Campbell. Miller came around 
the fourth place with a badly tweaked 
Honda. 

Unofficially, Honda rider, Dennis 
Vetter ended up taking the overall in 
the Open class.

Automatic time machine

While his competitors were busy shifting 
gears — literally hundreds of times during 
each mile of terrain they covered — Terry 


Cunningham barely ever made use of his left 


foot, except to take an occasion- | throttle of the Husky 500AE — 
al.dab. Instead, he — the the automatic enduro mount 





— and posted overall wins in five out 
of the last six rounds of the 1984 
National Championship Enduro 
Series, which earned him his second 
series title. 

Of course, Terry’s earned reputa- 
tion as one of the best off-road riders 
in the U.S. certainly was a key factor 
in his winning a second title; but his 
bike must also be a capable and 
proven performer. And_after spend- 
ing time in the saddle of Terry’s per- 








sonal 500AE (the very same machine 
that carried him to all of those wins), 
we began to see just how effective the 
bike is in making time through the 
woods. Here’s why: riding the AE 
allows the rider to concentrate more 
on the trail ahead rather than spend- 
ing time searching for the best possi- 
ble gear/throttle opening. You 
expend less energy and go faster; 
that's something we can live with. 

Since Terry is a member of Team 
Husky and could be called a “factory 
rider," you might expect his bike to 
bean exotic prototype. But his mount, 
which is based on the '84 500AE, only 
hasafew trick parts. And most of 
those prototype parts have already 
been put into production and can be 
found on the '85 version of the 
machine. 

'The AE is basically a Husky WR 
(enduro) model fitted with the three- 
speed automatic engine. What that 
means is a single-down-tube dual- 
shock chassis, full enduro equipment 
and plenty of enduro-specific 
features. 

The heart of the bike — the 488cc 
air-cooled mill — was all new when 
introduced in '84. The four-speed 
transmission of the '83 420AE was 
replaced by a new three-speed unit, 
which, in its simplest terms, consists 
of three centrifugal clutches, each 
driving a pair of gears. As engine 
speed increases, the transmission 
automatically shifts to the next higher 
gear. 

While switching to a three-speed 
generally allowed for beefier trans- 
mission components, the added power 
of the 488cc mill brought to light 
problems with excessive wear in the 
first gear clutch assembly. All three 
centrifugal clutches consist of an outer 
clutch drum and three inner brass 
shoes; the shoes come into contact 
with their respective drums as the 
engine reaches a specified rpm. 

After trying several combinations 
using grooved shoes, grooved drums 
and various materials, T'erry and team- 
mate Dave Bertram, who also rides an 
AE, settled on a grooved drum/smooth 
brass shoeclutch design for first gear. 
That combination provides a clutch 
life comparable to a conventional 
multi-disc clutch. Husky has made 
available upgrade kits for owners of 
the '84 models; the new clutches 
come fitted to the '85. 

The only other change Terry made 
inside the transmission is using the 
heavier third gear clutch shoes in the 
second gear clutch. The result is that 
second kicks in sooner which yields 
better gas mileage. 

With much metal-to-metal contact 
in the clutches, the oil tends to get 
extremely hot. Terry uses only a spe- 
cial Bel-Ray oil, specifically formu- 
lated for the demands of the AE, 
which is bottled as Husky Automatic 
"Transmission Fluid. Other oils tend 
to be too slippery, which causes even 
more heat to be created since the 
clutches slip for a longer length of 
time before fully engaging. For addi-. 
tional oil cooling, the left engine 
cover is also heavily finned. 

While there is no shifter per se, the 
AE does have a neutral; a lever located 
atop the engine case is pushed for- 
ward when starting the bike, and slid 
back to engage first gear. Gone is the 
cable-operated, handlebar-mounted 
lever as on past autos. The transmis- 
sion must be in neutral to start the 
engine. 

Terry notes that “National enduros 
are won between the trees, not out on 
the road. I want my bike to carburate 
really well from zero to 30 mph. 
When I hit the throttle, I want the 
engine to come on hard — so the bike 
barks from tree to tree — which is 
something the stock '84 model didn't 
do.” To solve the problem, the cylin- 
der was ported by Mossbarger Racing 


of Columbus, Ohio, to glean a little 
more low end and punch. 

The stock eight-petal reed set-up 
was replaced by a Mossbarger 10-petal 
system. The new set-up has slightly 
narrower reed fingers which work a 
little freer than the stock ones. The 
result is more snap when you first 
open the throttle. 

The final change in the engine 
area is the installation of a 38mm 
Mikuni carburetor in place of the 
stock 40mm Mikuni. The main rea- 
son for the carb swap is increased gas 
mileage; the stock '84 model would 
only safely make 35 miles ona 3.3- 
gallon tank of fuel. By using the 
38mm carb and the heavier third gear 
clutch shoes in the second gear 
assembly, Terry is comfortable with 
gas stops placed 40 miles apart. Again, 
the 38mm carb comes stock on the 
'85 model, as does a cylinder with 
porting specs to match those Terry 
uses. Y 

Suspension at both ends is stock 
Husky WR; the dual-shock rear sys- 
tem yields 11.8 inches, while the front 
fork is good for 10.8 inches. Terry has 
fitted straight-up handlebar clamps 
(which come stock on the WR series 
but not on the AE) and shortened the 
fork tubes by 35mm so they clear the 
new clamps as well as shortening the 
springs by 25mm. The resulting set- 
up is identical to that used on the 
WRs and makes for better turning 
characteristics in the woods than the 
angled-back handlebar clamps that 
come stock. 

Terry's premise about turning in 
the woods is simple: “If you get the 
front end of the bike as well as your 
shoulders around the tree, the rest of 
the bike will follow.” He likes to get 
as far forward as possible and the ne 
clamps make it that much easier. 

Since the AE freewheels when the 
rider backs off the throttle, engine 
braking is virtually nonexistent except 
at high speeds. For that reason, hav- 
ing full braking power on tap at all 
times is a necessity. For more depend- 
able action up front, Terry modified 
the double leading shoe set-up so the 
tie rod that connects the front and 
rear brake arms runs above the axle 
rather than below. Tree branches and 
the like are less likely to jam up the 
system. 

In the tire department, Terry nor- 
mally fits a Dunlop K140 in the rear 
for all-around use and a K690A up 
front. In hard-packed terrain, he'll 
swap the K140 on the rear for a Dun- 
lop K490. Both ends are shod with 
Dunlop heavy duty tubes, with the 
wheels fitted with both rim locks and 
pins for a bit of extra insurance when 
the going gets wet. 

As far as tire pressures go, Terry 
runs a relatively low 10 psi front and 
rear; in rocky terrain he might go as 
high as 12 up front. He's been known 
to run pressures in the rear well 
below 10 psi according to conditions. 
In the final section of the '84 Black 
Coal National in Indiana (which he 
won), Terry knew the conditions 
would be very slippery and wet so he 
dropped the pressure in the rear to 
four psi. “Tires are merely a cushion," 
he explains. "Sure they do provide 
traction, but their main function is to 
give a 'cush' effect. Running higher 
pressures not only sends more of a 
shock through the bike and wears out 
the rider faster, it also leads to more 
flats; since the tire doesn't give when 
it hits a sharp object, the tire and tube 
get punctured. If pressure is lower, 
the tire is less likely to go flat since it 
conforms better to the surface.” 

The stock 12-tooth countershaft 
sprocket is replaced with an 11-tooth 
for slightly lower overall gearing, 
while the stock 53-tooth unit is used 
in the rear. Terry also used a Husky 
Products O-ring chain (made by 
D.LD). 
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Timekeeping equipment aboard Cunningham's mount includes a standard 
odometer, computer and a digital clock arranged in a triangular fashion. 


Cunningham pilots the 5OOAE through its natural habitat — the forest. 
The bike comes into its own in sections lined with closely-spaced trees.

Other personal touches include a 
set of Performance Products Bark 
Busters bolted to stock handlebars, 
which are cut down to 30.5 inches. 
Terry also mounts a Performance 
Products Super Pro II computer as 
well as an AA Products Countdown 
digital clock; if the computer is in 
mileage mode, Terry likes to have 
another clock to glance at as he comes 
into a check so he can count off the 
seconds. A standard VDO odometer 
clicks off the miles. 

Since it's impossible to stall the 
bike, and the stock kill buttons are 
prone to shorting out, Terry fits a 
Yamaha kill button. 

'The AE comes to life rather easily 
for a 500cc machine, needing only a 
few deliberate kicks. After a bit of 
warm-up, we made the only "shift" 
we were to make for quite some time 
by sliding the neutral lockout lever 
back to engage first gear (you'll hear 
a subdued "clunk"). Rolling the 
throttle on engages the first gear 
clutch and you're off — very smoothly, 
and without a hint of the expected 
jerkiness. 

As the trees began to fly by and our 
speed picked up, we knew the trans- 
mission was shifting but the transi- 
tions were so smooth they were virtu- 
ally undetectable. As expected, the 
bike carburates very cleanly; not only a 
result of the engine mods and carb 
swap, but also because Terry uses 
clean-burning, high-octane aviation 
fuel (mixed with Bel-Ray MC-1 oil). 

The proven WR chassis/suspension 
makes for spot-on handling and shock 
absorption in the woods, but the AE 
calls for a slightly altered riding style. 
After getting used to the non-use of 
your left foot and hand, you find 
yourself depending more and more 
on your right foot and hand. Backing 
off the throttle puts the bike into 
"coast," and there is none of the 
usual engine braking. Brakes become 
all-important when it comes to slic- 
ing off speed even if only a few mph. 
While the brakes were not quite as 
sensitive as we would have liked, they 
always provided adequate stopping 
power. 

When attacking tight corners, such 
as making a pivot between or around 
trees, the AE shines; jump on the rear 
brake hard as you enter the corner to 
break the wheel loose then nail the 
throttle. The back end immediately 
comes around in line with the front 
as soon as you get the gas on. This 
was so much fun we found ourselves 
looking for tight corners to square 
off; the AE will make you grin in 
sections like this. 

Probably the best attribute is the 
transmission is always in the right 
gear. It's almost as if the bike is under 
computer control by an infallible 
program that always makes the best 
gear choice for the situation. How 
many times have you found yourself 
in the wrong gear or missed a shift? 
Seconds lost due to those problems 
are a thing of the past when you're 
piloting the AE. 

Terry's AE is specifically tuned to 
scoff at the usual obstacles thrown 
at the rider in enduro competition. 
It'sa very carefully set-up and main- 
tained machine, a bike we learned 
to like after only a short time in the 
saddle. 

If you'rea lover of 250cc and under 
bikes, steer clear of the 500AE. You 
won't appreciate the extra weight 
and low-revving power. On the other 
hand, if you gravitate toward the 
bigger bikes and plan to ride primar- 
ily woods, the AE is worth some 
serious consideration (so long as 
you're not put off by the steep $3,295 
'85 price tag). It's an easy-to-ride-fast 
bike, and the nicest thing is that the 
'85 model of the 500AE is virtually 
identical to the bike that carried Terry 
to his second title. .

ence body chemistry to burn 
glycogen needlessly. 

O Don'tuse thirst as a guideline for 
drinking during competition. 
Stay ahead of thirst signals. 
Endurance athletes should con- 
tinue to drink small amounts of 
water, three to seven ounces at 10 
to 15 minutes intervals, during 
competition. Runners can do this 
but motocrossers, obviously, have 
to go with what they drink before 
a moto begins. 

D Avoid salt tablets or any form of 
increased salt intake. Sweating 
raises the body's salt content rel- 
ative to body fluids. Taking salt 
tablets may unfavorably affect 
the salt level balance between 
fluids outside and within the 
cells. When this happens, fluids 
leave the cells to reestablish a 
better balance. This produces 
dehydrated tissue, deprived of 
needed potassium. Let your body 
tell you when it needs salt. Don't 
anticipate the need. Then use 
table salt, not pills which bypass 
the body's sensing system. 

O Drink fluids cooled to about 40 
degrees. Cold water leaves the 
stomach faster and provides addi- 
tional internal cooling. 

O Drink plain water as the during- 
competition drink (except for 
really long endurance events 
where glucose and electrolyte 
replenishment will be beneficial). 
Plain water is absorbed faster by 
the body. Any other drinks (fruit 
juice or athletic replenishment 
beverages) should contain no 
more than 2.5 percent sugar or 
glucose. Diluting an athletic 
drink about 50 percent usually 
accomplishes this goal. (These 
recommendations are based on 
studies by David Costill of Ball 
State University. Costill found 
that the absorption rate of inges- 
ted fluids related directly to the 
amount of sugar in the fluid. His 
study showed that about two- 
thirds of water ingested is 
absorbed within 15 minutes while 
the absorption rate for sweetened 
fluids is as low as five percent 
during the same 15 minute 
period.) 

O Drink athletic replenishment 
beverages full strength after 
exertion is completed. (Costill's 
research indicates that a normal 
diet will generally replenish lost 
minerals just about as quickly.) 

O Fluid loss should be monitored 
by weighings before and after 
strenuous workouts or competi- 
tion. At least 75 percent of the 
workout's water loss should be 
replaced before the next workout. 
Normally, a fluid loss of four to 
seven percent requires 24 to 36 
hours to be fully replenished. 

O Don't plunge into cold water when 
you're overheated. And don't use 
a steam room, sauna, or Jacuzzi 
and then go directly into cold 
water. Any sudden hot-to-cold 
switch can shock your blood 
system and your heart. 


Dehydration 

Dehydration, the loss of body fluids, 
can become a problem in hot, humid 
weather or, sometimes, on early spring 
days when an athlete has not yet 
acclimatized to warmer weather. 

Dehydration occurs because the 
body can't fully replenish fluids lost 
in sweat. The body can lose more 
than two quarts of fluid an hour in 
sweat, but can only absorb about one 
quart an hour from the stomach. 
Body temperature begins rising upon 














serious depletion of the internal fluid 
supply. 

A fluid loss of two percent of body 
weight (just three pounds for a 150- 
pounder) can send the body tempera- 
ture over 100 degrees and affect ner- 
vous system efficiency. Muscle per- 
formance suffers as a result. 

Dehydration affects the heart as 
well as the body's cooling system. 
The blood thickens; circulation 
becomes sluggish. This forces the 
heart to work harder. Additionally, 
the blood in a dehydrated person 
tends to carry less body fuel and oxy- 
gen to the working muscles. 

Heat stroke 

Dehydration can lead to heat stroke 
which can be fatal. A heat stroke is 
caused by a sudden rise in body 
temperature when internal cooling 
fluids are depleted. The brain liter- 
ally overheats, just like a motor that's 
lost the fluid in its radiator. 

A fluid loss of six to eight percent 
of weight can elevate the temperature 
to about 105 degrees, increase the 
pulse rate, and produce nausea and 
dizziness. A 12 percent fluid weight 
loss is usually fatal. 

Anathlete can prevent dehydration 
by drinking sufficient fluids before 
and during exertion to keep his cool- 
ing system working properly. (Heat 
illness cost Mike Bell a probable 
moto victory at the 1979 U.S. Grand 
Prix at Carlsbad. Mike was leading 
with less than two laps to go, but 
could not finish. After the race, he 
admitted he had refrained from 
drinking large amounts of water to 
avoid possible stomach cramps. 
That’s a popular misconception. The 
hundred-plus heat depleted his fluid 
supply. His temperature soared, leav- 
ing him weak and dizzy. If he hadn't 
pulled off the course, he could have 
literally died on his bike. An English 
rider, Bob Wright, made the finish, 
but then pulled over and passed out. 
It was reported that his heart stopped 
briefly on the way to the hospital.) 

The body offers plenty of warning 
signals as it becomes dehydrated. The 
temperature rises, the lungs and 
muscles feel hot. Breathing becomes 
difficult and comes in short puffs. 
Vision blurs. The mouth dries. 
There’s dizziness and nausea. If the 
brain heats too much, behavior be- 
comes irrational. 

Eventually, sweating stops when 
the body’s radiator runs dry. The skin 
then feels dry and clammy. At this 
point, immediate treatment is neces- 
sary. The brain is severely overheated. 
The blood is thinning. The liver and 
kidneys may be damaged. Death is 
possible. 

Anyone suspected of suffering heat 
stroke should be placed in the shade, 
if possible, and treated as a shock vic- 
tim. The legs should be elevated. 
Liquids should be poured all over the 
body. Ice, if available, should be 
rubbed over the body. Medical help 
should be summoned immediately. 

Cooling treatment should continue 
until medical help arrives or the vic- 
tim is alert. Stop treatment at that 
point: continuing to lower the body 
temperature can be life threatening. 

Once the victim is alert, he should 
drink large quantities of fruit juice 
and potassium-rich mineral drinks 
to replenish body fluids and miner- 
als. Watch for any relapse and resume 
cooling treatment, if necessary. e

The big question for anybody interested in 
high-performance sport bikes is, which of 
the exciting new 750s is better, the FZ750 
Yamaha or the GSXR750 Suzuki? That's not 


an easy question to answer, at 


least not at this point. The 
ultimate answer can only be 
found after a head-to-head com- 
parison test over a wide range of con- 
ditions, including race track and drag 
strip tests and street riding of all types 
from interstate touring to city traffic 
commuting to blazing through the 
countryside. 

In the meantime, though, it's inter-

Having said that, it’s my impres- 
sion that the Yamaha will probably 
make a better street bike and the 
Suzuki a better racebike, stock- 
against-stock. Why? Because the 
Yamaha is more comfortable to ride, 
and one disadvantage to that is the 
fact that the bike’s lower footpegs 
drag early and easily, compared to 
the Suzuki’s almost-unlimited cor- 
nering clearance — and cramped rid- 
ing position. That can be an advan- 
tage and a disadvantage; with stock 
tires, early-dragging pegs (relatively 
speaking) can keep the rider from 
leaning and leaning and leaning some 
more and finally reaching the point 
where he runs off the edge of the tire 
tread. 

On the other hand, if a bike’s stock 
tires have been exchanged for the 


stickiest, most race-worthy tires avail- 
able, then the limit in cornering 
clearance is a liability. 

The Yamaha also seems better suit- 
ed to street use because it has a 
broader powerband and is ier to 
ride. On the other hand, maybe that

Against that, the Suzuki easily 
reaches redline in top gear and feels 
like it accelerates quicker. Without a

There can be no doubt that the 
Yamaha I r at Willow Spring: 
was more stable than the best Suzukis 
I rode at Ryuyo. Nothing upset the 
FZ750 — it didn't wobble or wallow 
or twitch, and the Suzukis did, some 
worse than others. Both bikes handled 
wellon trailing throttle to the apex of 
corners. 

The Suzuki feels lighter and smaller 
and quicker-handling and doesn't 
like to be snapped into turns — it 
works best when ridden with a light 
touch as opposed to man-handling. 
'The Yamaha feels heavier and larger 
and tolerates anything and any tech- 
nique the rider wants to use. 

Both slide the rear tire first when 
the limits of traction are reached, and 
on stock tires, the Yamaha starts slid-

Nigel Gale wins 
three at Willow

ROSAMOND, CA, MAR. 3 

Nigel Gale took charge of the 
600cc Modified Production at 
the American Road Racing 
Association’s Willow Springs 
meet after sweeping past Chris Mc- 
Nellis in the second turn of the race. 
Gale stretched his lead until Earl 
Roloff got on the gas and stalked him 
for the next two laps, waiting to 
make his move. But Roloff waited 
perhaps a bit too long — a lapped 
rider moved into his path as he entered 
the downhill left-hander turn five. “I 
had to toss it away to keep from T- 
boning the guy,” said Roloff of his 
crash. Gary Tatsumi then inherited 
second, McNellis took third. 

In the 750cc Stock Production Gale 
took his FJ600 to victory over Marty 
Vogel’s new 600 Ninja and newco- 
mer Dwight Fuller who worked his 
way up to third after a poor start. 

Gale made an easy $100 in the 
600cc Stock Production, with Long 
Beach Yamaha putting up the prize 
money for first place. Gary Tatsumi 
was a distant second. The first Kawa- 
saki 600 Ninja to be raced locally was 


also the first to be crashed hard’ as - 


Vogel, riding on stock tires, lost the 
front end in the fast turn eight 
sweeper. Vogel was lucky to be only. 
slightly banged-up as the bike tum- 
bled by him at high speed. 

Roloff finally solved his recurring 
overheating problem with his 900 
Ninja and took it to the Open Stock 
Production win over Kenny Kopecky, 
also Ninja-mounted. Roloff discover- 
ed a blown head gasket had been 
causing his bike to heat up, blowing 
water all over his rear tire. But he had 
no problems this time and rode to an 
easy win. Craig Huber and Greg Set- 
tle diced for third with Huber finally 
able to put some distance on Settle by 











the end of the race to take third. 
Kopecky led the first three laps of 
the Formula 1 race, but it turned into 
a three-way battle with Walt Nitto 
taking the lead on his Champion 
Moriwaki Superbike on the fourth 
lap, Jeff Sterns and Bob Reinen slip- 
ping by a lap later. By the last lap, the 
race intensified; at the checkered flag, 
the three were nearly side-by-side. 
Sterns came out on top by a couple of 


feet. 

Keith West, Dwight Fuller and 
Scott Johnson fought hard in the 
750cc Modified Production in a race 
that showed newcomers West and 
Fuller really going at it for the lead. 
Johnson, (on his FJ600) unable to 
keep up with the faster 750s, lost 
some ground and had to settle for 
third. West and Fuller really went at 
it, with the result being a toss-up fin- 
ish. But, as West was not running for 
points, Fuller was proclaimed the 
victor. 

Bill DeBere won yet another 450cc 
Stock Production trophy with a com- 
manding lead over Keith McKibbon 
and a fierce battle for third between 
Don Warren and Joe Yates. DeBere 
took the lead from Kevin Scsavnicki 
by the second lap and wasn’t seriously 
challenged from that point on. Mc- 
Kibbon rode alone in second; behind 
him Warren and Yates fought one of 
the tightest races of the day for third. 
At the end of the eight-lap event, 
DeBere and McKibbon were secure in 
first and second, Yates taking a 
squeaker third. 

In Formula 3 (125cc GP) Rye Hefley 
took an easy win, but second place 
was a tough debate between Charles 
Fiscus and Ken Bruce. Using traffic 
to his advantage on the last lap, 
Fiscus came out ahead at the flag. 

Frank Callinicos won the 450cc 
Superstreet one more time, narrowly 
edging out Willy Sarzi and Darren 
Fulce for the points after a heated 
battle for the lead. 

The Twins race turned out to be 
pretty exciting with Norton pilots 
Mick Ofield and Fred Eiker fighting 
for the lead over Bill Fennessy, Eric 
I'Anson and Mike Wilson. By the last 
few laps, Ofield used his extra horse- 
power to pull out ahead, Eiker still in 
second. Fennessy then held a strong 
third, but I’Anson and Wilson fought 
to the end over fourth. I’Anson fin- 
ished ahead by a wheel.

Myerscough on top 
at CRC DeAnza MX

Over 250 racers turned out at 
DeAnza Cycle Park today for 
the first California Racing Club 
day race since the untimely 
closing of Indian Dunes.

It still hurts 
sometimes; I guess its just one of 
those injuries that take a long time to 
heal." But the way Myerscough was 
riding, it won't be long until the 
National riders will again have him 
to contend with. Ti Swartz (YOC- 
Gear-Racetech) was second. 

The 125cc Pro class was a play- 
catch-up victory for Chris Heinrich, 
(FMF Kawasaki), who had to deal 
with two huge Tommy Combs hole- 
shots aboard his Hi-Point-Pomona 
Valley Kawasaki KX125. Combs do- 
minated the race during both motos 
until the last quarter of each, when 
he appeared to fall prey to fatigue. 
Heinrich then reeled him in, and won 
both motos, with Combs dropping to 
a 3-6 talley for fourth overall. Trail- 
ing Heinrich to the winner’s circle 
was Chuck Hart Jr. (Suzuki Country) 
and Guy Arnone. 

The best two classes of the day were 
125cc and 250cc Intermediates, and 
surprisingly enough, they were both 
won by the same rider. Gilbert Valdez 
had a real go of it in the 125cc class on 
his R & D Suzuki, as Jimmy Palmer 
ona Rincon Kawasaki trailed him by 
only a bikelength or so the entire first 
moto. In the second moto, Valdez led 
for awhile, then the two riders began 
to see-saw back and forth, with Palmer 
finally seeming to take command at 
about the half-way mark; then he 
bobbled ever so slightly at the finish 
line on the next to last lap, where 
Valdez regained the lead and held on 
to win. Palmer finished second, and 
John Matiasevich took a 5-4 score in 
for third — a race plagued with 
inconsistent finishes. 

In the 250cc motos, Valdez, who 
has only been riding a 250 for a short 
time, parlayed top five starts into a 
perfect 1-1 score. Kenny Maddux, 
who led for several laps in the second 
moto, finished second overall on his 
Covina Yamaha machine. Third was 
Ron Urman (IT Racing).
